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STANDARDISATION 


T seems but a very short time ago since His Majesty 
the King, then Prince of Wales, addressed the 


architectural profession at the R.I.B.A. Centenary - 


celebrations. It will be remembered that the 
keynote of his address was that architects should give 
earnest consideration to the application of standardisa- 
tion, with a view to the production of dwellings for the 
people at economic rents. It is quite obvious that 
His Majesty was not suggesting that this was certainly 
the right approach to the problem, since that would 
have been pre-judging the case before it was tried ; 
but it was certainly a lead towards the search for a 
positive solution to a problem which has baffled us for 
many generations. 

The importance of the appeal has ensured that it 
shall not be ignored, and we are well aware that a good 
deal of thought has been applied to this branch of 
building organisation. Some indication of this is the 
publication of a “ Report on Standardisation Policy ” 
by the Building Industries National Council, setting 
down the findings of its Technical Committee of Review 
in a brief preliminary survey of the subject. 

Standardisation, with its natural sequel, and perhaps 
its main purpose—mass production—is a term to which 
the architect, by instinct and training, does not take 
kindly. If it implied in any way a subservience of 
individuality, it would, indeed, suffer a short life. 
But we must resist a temptaticn to treat words in too 
rigid a manner, and retain an open mind upon the subject 
until it has either been proved or disproved. Neither 
must we stand idly by without attempting ourselves 
to find out what are the limits, if any, within which 
this policy may be followed with a balance of advantage 
above disadvantage. 

We have an example before us of standardisation 
policy which has passed through a test over an extended 
period. We refer to the standard casement window, 
both in steel and wood. The early, and still more 
popular types of standard window have been built 
up upon a unit of well-proportioned window panes, 
such as the speculative builder rarely adopted when 
left to design his own types in his own shop. The 
result has been twofold, in that the speculative builder 
has found it cheaper to buy standard types than to 
make the cheapest window he can contrive, and the 
effect upon his work has been a general improvement 
in effect where he has been content to give these well- 
proportioned units a simple setting. 


On the other hand, the expansion of the industry 
has brought about a natural desire to extend the 
service available ; and we find that in place of a few 
good simple types at first available we have now a 
multiplicity of types, and combinations of types, which 
permit a reversion to most of the old offences against 
taste and proportion. Thus we have before us an 
object lesson in the limitations of standardisation, in 
which we can trace possibilities for good and evil. 


Why is it that the window has proved so readily 
suitable for standardisation ? Surely because it re- 
presents a unit to be used for similar purposes, to 
light rooms of similar size, and in stories of a similar 
height, for a large number of people of similar needs. 
It is not strange that within these requirements a system 
of organisation has been possible within which these 
units can be made in larger quantities to a standard 
pattern. Although the factory has only entered 
upon the field in comparatively recent times, the fact 
of standardisation in window units has been appreciated 
for centuries, for we find a large number of stone- 
mullioned windows, cottage casements, and sash windows 
which agree almost exactly as to size and disposition 
in many historical styles. To resist this tendency 
would, therefore, seem foolish when we have evidence 


that it can be a check upon bad taste and unsympathetic 
proportion. 

Very much the same movement is going on in internal 
door construction, and generally, for the cheaper class 
of work, we are getting by these means a better door 
than the old “jerry builder” gave us in the bad old 
days. 

Surely our right approach to the question is to see 
how many other similar things we can produce by these 
means without regimenting architectural style. When 
we think about the matter we have already gone far 
along this road, without any deliberate policy, and 
without any alarming results. The dangers lie in the 
spirit behind such a movement. If it is to receive its 
inspiration only from considerations of profit in a 
commercial sense, we May expect much of the benefit 
that ought to arise to be lost. The architect must 
not allow the policy to proceed too far before he 
has had his say. 

We feel that architects can go even further than 
appears to have been the case, by exploring the possi- 
bilities of standardisation in constructional units. 
Take, for example, floor construction. Is it possible 
to apply a rigid standard width for the main rooms of 
working-class dwellings, for instance? This is a case 
for the architect to consider and give an informed 
opinion upon, and if his answer is favourable, a good 
many trivial labours on the job could be eliminated, 
if floor joists, or pre-cast flooring units, could be de- 
livered accurately cut to fit such a standard width. 
We do not put this matter forward as a practical sug- 
gestion in itself, but to suggest how deeply the matter 
could be explored beyond those more obvious oppor- 
tunities for standardisation which seem already to 
have been fairly fully developed. 


The standard house itself is a unit which has been 
and will be received with little welcome in this country, 
for there is probably no race so imbued with individuality 
and the desire for self-expression as the British race. 
We can see miles and miles of standard repetition, 
carried to the last leaf on the last capital of the last 
similar doorway, throughout the Victorian streets of 
our suburbs ; and with the phenomenon we can see the 
efforts which the occupants have made, with paint 
and trellis work, to instil into the unit some sense of 
the occupant’s identity as an individual. These were 
ugly units, it is true, but there will be the same instinctive 
dislike of better-designed units if we cannot contrive 
to get rid of monotony. 

But it is this conception of standardisation and 
mass-production which has obstructed the movement, 
and we can see no reason why this fear should stand in 
the way. An endless variety of form and treatment is 
possible in a brick wall or tile roof; yet each is built 
up of rigid standard units, the exact similarity of 
which need make no impress of monotony upon the 
assembly. How far can we extend this facility for 
assembling identical units in fresh and attractive 
compositions? That is the main question for the 
architect to consider, and it will be his own fault if this 
policy is extended to the detriment of social order and 
amenity. 

Architects must get together to explore very seriously 
this essentially modern problem, and must agree 
together whether or not it is possible for them to stan- 
dardise planning within certain broad limits which will 
leave the individual planner free to exercise his skill in 
producing something fresh and distinctive. If this 
aspect of the problem could be tackled with a will to 
agree, we believe that it would bear fruit, and that 
industry would rise to the occasion to follow the lead 
of those most qualified to lay down the laws of social 
planning.

THE masterly handling 
Additions by Messrs. Smith & 
Fin the Brewer of the problem 
itzwilliam : 
Museum, Of the appropriate ad- 
ditions to the Fitz- 
william Museum, Cambridge, opened 
in 1931, is made even more apparent 
now that a further part of the scheme 
of additions to the Museum has been 
completed and opened. The problem 
was a difficult one, for the magnificent 
Corinthian portico of the Museum 
must have presented difficulties to 
any architect called upon to provide 
modern additions to a great university 
museum, but the new work has been 
based on the recognition of the re- 
quirements of a modern museum 
growing out of an old one like the 
Fitzwilliam. The scheme of Messrs. 
Smith & Brewer for the extensions 
decided upon at the time of the out- 
break of the Great War took the form 
of a quadrangle linked to the old 
building by means of a gallery—the 
Marley Gallery—and the admirable 
Court and Galleries were the first 
part of the scheme to be completed. 
On Friday the new Henderson Galleries 
and John Charrington Print Room 
were opened. This further extension 
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of four galleries on two floors, some 
60 ft. long, opens out of the Courtauld 
Galleries, and is an addition of appro- 
priate dignity which still further en- 
hances the reputation of the architects, 
Messrs. Smith & Brewer, and the 
present head of the firm, Mr. J. A. 
Meikle. The lighting of both the 
Courtauld Galleries and the latest 
additions is completely satisfactory, 
in striking contrast with the older 
parts of the Museum. 


The AFTER 14 years’ the 
Canadian Canadian War Memorial 
War on Vimy Ridge has been 
Memorial, completed, and will be 
Vimy Ridge. unveiled in July by H.M. 
the King. Views which are given in 
this issue indicate that the work will 
take its place among the great war 
memorials of our time—a place which 
many will think has been earned by its 
dramatic simplicity and the perfect 
relation of sculptures to masonry 
masses. In a memorial to occupy a 
lonely eminence such as Vimy Ridge, 
a scale ample enough to dominate its 
surroundings must be regarded as 
essential, and the Canadian Govern- 
ment is to be congratulated on adhering 
to its original plan and declining to 
whittle down the scale. Base and 
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pylons are erected on reinforced eon. 
crete foundations (two progress views 
of which are shown on page 1164), 


the masonry being in Trau stone from - 


Jugo-Slavian quarries—a particularly 
hard and close-grained limestone, which 
was used in Diocletian’s Palace at 
Spalato. The sides of the pylons are 
designed with entasis, very carefully 
worked out in view of the large number 
of curves, and this treatment gives a 
splendid impression of stability to the 
structure. It was a happy thought on 
the designer’s part to incorporate in 
the memorial a number of French 
motifs—both in view of the site and of 
France’s long-standing connections 
with Canada. A beam of light will 
pick up the structure at night, not to 
advertise the memorial but to signify 
that Canada is exercising permanent 
guardianship over this memorial on 
foreign soil. The work reflects the 
highest credit on its sculptor and 
architect, Mr. Walter Allward, who 
has designed a work at once sym- 
pathetic and strong. The building 
work was carried out by Messrs, 
Walter Jenkins, of Torquay. The cost 
has been £200,000, and the memorial 
is 240 ft. high. The names of nearly 
10,000 soldiers who fell in the War are 
commemorated, the lettering being cut 
by a sandblasting methed.

Edwardian character. An amount 
of plain wall surface enhances the 
value of the decoration. No decoration 
is suggested for the Bar, the artist 
relying on the varied bottle shapes 
and colourings for effect. The furniture 
is upholstered in white, the stool seats 
with bright colours which give a gay 
and cheerful atmosphere. Mrs. Beatrice 
Macdermott’s bedroom (the discovery 
of Psyche) has certainly a reposeful 
atmosphere ; the prevailing colour is 
a soft blue, the decorative figure wall 
panels are not assertive, and the whole 
scheme suggests rest and repose, a 
scheme of which one would not tire 
of. John QGuthrie’s Ladies’ Boudoir, 
is a sound scheme in which considerable 
artistry and colour sense aré shown.

WorK is__s proceeding 
steadily on the new bridge 
hae crossing the Thames at 


Chelsea, and a further 
stage was completed on 
Sunday when the north section of the 
centre span was successfully floated 
into position. This section, which 
weighs over 400 tons and is 165 ft. in 
width, was built up on four barges at 
the Surrey side, and rested on false- 
work. The half-span was towed to the 
centre of the river by tugs, and then 
gently warped into position, with the 
north end coinciding with the bearings 
on the north pier and the other over 
the temporary centre pier. This opera- 
tion was completed in under 55 
minutes, and the falling tide deposited 
the span on its supports by six o’clock 
in the evening, after which the false- 
work was floated away. Like many 
engineering processes to-day, fore- 
thought and careful planning had, as 
far as possible, eliminated every risk, 
and great credit is due tothe engineers 
(Messrs. Rendel, Palmer and Tritton) 
and the contractors (Messrs. Holloway 
Bros. (London), Ltd.) for the smooth 
way in which the feat was accomplished.

New Buildings, Sheffield University. 

The Senate of the University of Sheffield 
have appointed Mr. H. B. Leighton, 
F.R.1.B.A., 68, Upper Albert-street, Sheffield, 
as architect for the design of the proposed 
buildings for the new Department of Glass 
Technology in Northumberland-road. 


Thomas Telford’s Monument. 

The stone arch bridge built by Thomas 
Telford, the Scottish road builder, who died 
in 1834, to carry the Glasgow-Carlisle road 
over the River Clyde, is to be preserved as a 
monument to its builder. Traffic on this 
road now amounts to 3,500 tons daily, and 
the Lanark County Council have decided that 
a new bridge on an improved length of road 
is necessary. ‘Telford’s bridge, which is only 
18 ft. 6 in. wide, will be closed to traffic, but 
will remain as 2 permanent illustration of 
Telford’s work. The design for a new bridge 
has been approved by the Royal Fine Art 
Commission of Scotland. 


A Chelsea Loan Exhibition. 

The Chelsea Society’s summer event, 
** Choice Chelsea,’’ a Chelsea loan exhibition. 
will be held at 96, Cheyne-walk, from June 
22 to July 2. The exhibits will include 
a collection of pictures, drawings, engravings 
and old maps of Chelsea; fine examples of 
Chelsea china illustrating the successive 
periods and marks of the famous factory; 
books of the Ashendene and Vale Presses; 
pottery by Mr. and Mrs. Charles Vyse, 
William De Morgan, Gwendolen Parnell and 
others; a newly-discovered Dominiceti find 
and other interesting Chelsea treasures. Some 
genuine tiles by William De Morgan will be 
on sale. 


Birmingham’s New Technical College. 

The Educational Committee of Birming- 
ham Corporation have recommended the city 
council to approve the erection and equip- 
ment of the first part of the £1,000,000 new 
buildings for commercial, technical and art 
studies within the limits of expenditure out- 
lined in the committee’s approved report in 
March last. The present estimate for the 


first instalment of the building scheme is 
£560,000, as compared with £400,000 in the 
original 1933 estimate. This is due to a rise 
in building costs. The first building instal- 
ment provides for four major departments of 
the Central Technical College, the whole of 
the organisation of the Commercial College, 
and three major departments of the School 
of Art. This will constitute just over one- 
half of the whole building scheme, which 
will be completed in two further instal- 
ments.

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HIGHER BUILDING 
REDUCTION OF PRIVATE OPEN SpAcgs, 


“Tue evil effects likely to resy 
tendencies, which appear 10 bo cael in 
current policies, to build higher and more 
densely, and as a Consequence to reduce 
private open space simultaneously with jg. 
creasing bulk of building,’’ are commented 
upon by Mr. Thomas Adams in a letter to 
The Times. ‘‘ The inevitable result of the 
operation of these tendencies,” he proceeds 
‘““ when combined with the great increases ‘aq 
traffic which are occurring, will be to add 
seriously to congestion and to other fores 
that are injurious 10 public welfare. 

‘* An illustration of the tendency to over- 
build on private open space is contained 
in a recommendation of the Housing and 
Public Health Committee of the London 
County Council which was presented to the 
Council at its meeting on May 12. The 
recommendation was that the Council acquire 
a site of 32 acres at Tulse Hill, Lambeth, for 
the erection of 1,420 flats to provide accom- 
modation for 7,000 persons. The number of 
houses now on the site is 60 and the popula- 
tion from 400 to 500. Under the proposed 
scheme the land area to each inhabitant will 
be about 200 square feet, as compared with 
an existing 2,800 square feet. A desirable 
minimum in the case of small dwellings would 
be 400 square feet, which would be obtained 
with about 22 houses or flats to the gross acre. 

** Artificial necessity may force the County 
Council to adopt schemes with high densities 
in central areas affected by slum clearance. 
But even in such inner suburbs as Tulse Hill 
it should be practicable to restrict densities 
to the degree necessary to secure adequate 
space for health and recreation, to meet the 
local requirements of traffic, and to prevent 
unnecessary increase in congestion of the 
means of travel between the suburbs and the 
central areas.”’

Since the Royal Scottish Academy of 
Painting, Sculpture and Architecture was 
founded to encourage the practice of the Fine 
Arts in Scotland by showing to the public 
representative collections ot works mainly 
by Scottish artists of the time, we find it 
difficult to understand the lack of represen- 
tation of contemporary Scottish architecture. 
‘As a fact, of the seventy-six exhibits in the 
architectural section of the exhibition four- 
teen are cartoons for stained-glass windows, 
etc., and thirty-one are photographs of con- 
temporary Dutch work. Of the remaining 
thirty-one exhibits, twenty-seven illustrate 
the work of Scottish architects—some archi- 
tects having two or three exhibits. 

The Dutch exhibits consist of large photo- 
graphs of executed work and are most stimu- 

ing. 
ane 687 illustrates dwelling-houses at 
Rotterdam, by W. van Tijen; City Theatre, 
Amsterdam, by Jan Wils; and a newspaper 
office also at Amsterdam, by J. F. Staal. The 
dwelling-houses have very restless elevations 
and the city theatre is rather vulgar and 
unconnected in its parts. The newspaper 
office is very restful in effect, having good 
fenestration. The tower seems a little out 
of place. The brickwork in these exhibits, 
as in the Dutch exhibits generally, is excel- 
lent. 

No. 688 shows the interior of R.C. Church 
at Scheveningen, by C. M. van Moorsel, and 
an R.C. Boarding-school at Amersfoort, by 
B. J. Koldewey. The interior of the church 
is most impressive, although the chancel. arch 
might with advantage have been deeper and 
the roof ribs a little broader on the face. The 
boarding-school is very pleasing. 

No. 689 gives a general view of an elemen- 
tary school at Rotterdam—by Ir. A. van der 
Steur—a very good school, traditional 
domestic in character. 

No. 690 is a detail of a Government build- 
ing at Maastricht, by Ir. G. C. Bremer— 
very ‘‘ gauche’’ in detail. 

No. 691 illustrates a general view of the 
Produce Exchange at Amsterdam, by Dr. H. 
P. Berlage. This is a very ‘‘ Victorian ”’ 
looking building, the prototype of which is 
to be seen in many a London borough. 

No. 692 shows an interior of the Town 
Hall at Enschade, by Ir. G. Friedloff; a 
water tower at Wassenaar, near The Hague, 
by J. P. L. Hendriks; and an electrical 
generating station at Rotterdam, by Ir. A. 
van der Steur. The interior is of good, 
simple modern treatment, in excellent taste. 
with very interesting and effective lighting 
units. The water tower is traditional and 
very interesting, but the generating station is 
of a somewhat commercial standard. 

No. 693, by Ir. van der Steur, illustrates 
again the elementary school at Rotterdam— 
a good traditional work. 

0. 694 shows a music conservatorium and 
a stadium, both at Amsterdam, by P. Vor- 
kink and Jan Wils, respectively, and are 
most satisfying. The conservatorium is in an 
excellent traditional manner with very 
pleasing fenestration and a very satisfactory 
treatment in elevation of a change in floor 
levels, The treatment of the stadium is 
superb ; simple without being barren, modern 
without being vulgar. The treatment of the 
openings on the curve is very effective.

lent. 

No. 699 shows a view of an R.C. women’s 
club and dwelling-house at Amsterdam, by J. 
Boterenbrood—a very restless design with too 
many conflicting features. 


No. 700, by lr. J. Limburg, shows a clas- 
sical school at ‘The Hague. The treatment is 
simple and straightforward, although the 
tower features seem a trifle forced. 

No. 701 illustrates an R.C. church at The 
Hague, by A. J. Kropholler, and shows a 
poor combination of brick with stone dress- 
ings. The effect of scale is good, but the 
individual parts and details are clumsy. 

No. 702 shows the Town Hall at Zwijn- 
drecht, by Prof. Ir. M. J. Grandpré 
Moliére, Ir. P. Verhage and J. Kok. The 
elevation is very restless and broken up, re- 
miniscent in parts of a French seaside villa. 

No. 703, by Ir. A. van der Steur, again 
illustrates the elementary school at Rotter- 
dam, of which mention has already been 
made. 

No. 704 illustrates the Van Heutsz 
Memorial at Amsterdam, by Ir. G. Friedhoff, 
associated with F. J. van Hall, a sculptor. 
The memorial is not impressive. The twin 
pylons do not form any background for the 
sculpture on the pedestal, and the detail on 
the base is out of scale. 

No. 705, by Ir. G. Friedhoff, illustrates 
another view of the town hall at Enschede— 
this is an exterior view, and does not appear 
so satisfactory as the interior view, No. 692. 
The tower has too much entasis, a fact which 
is evident from the angle view. 

No. 706-illustrates the de Jongh memorial, 
and the museum Boymans at Rotterdam, also 
an R.C. charitable institution at Amsterdam 
—all by Ir. A. van der Steur. The memorial 
is simple and effective, and the sculpture 
hall in the museum is very appropriate. 
The tower in the Institution is too large for 
the building ; otherwise the building is excel- 
lent. 

No. 707, an R.C. church at Hillegersberg, 
by H. P. J. de Vries, shows a very satis- 
factory treatment in brickwork; the top 
portion of the tower is poor. 

No. 708, by Ir. D. Roosenburg, depicts the 
floodgates of the former Zuiderzee. This is 
an impressive photograph of an effective com- 
bination of units. 

Nos. 709 and 748 illustrate much-repro- 
duced photographs of the building of a 
co-operative society de Volkarding at The 
Hague. One photograph shows the building 
illuminated by night—a very satisfactory 
building, if a trifle restless. 

The general standard of the Dutch work 
is high indeed, and special reference might 
be made to exhibits Nos. 745, 747, 752 and 
755. These illustrate a garden city, an ele- 
mentary school at Hilversum, four country 
houses and labour dwellings at Amsterdam, 
by various architects. These are all excellent 
works, carried out in the traditional spirit. 

Among the most noteworthy of the Scot- 
tish exhibits are Nos. 715, 716, 722, 726, 
727, 730, 732 and 736. 

No. 715 illustrates, by means of a simple 
watercolour perspective, by J. D. Carnegie, 
the Royal Bank of Scotland, Musselburgh, 
branch, by W. J. Walker Todd, A.R.S.A. 
This is a simple, well-proportioned design. 

Nos. 716, 722 and 730 show proposed 
restorations at Iona Cathedral by Reginald 
Fairlie, R.S.A. Although these appear ex- 
cellent and follow on the lines of the exist- 
ing foundations, it is a very debatable point 
whether it is right to restore rather than to 
stop at preservation. The proposals are 
illustrated by pen and ink perspectives. 

No. 726, Fort Augustus Bridge, Inverness- 
shire, by F. C. Mears, A.R.S.A. (Elect.), is 
illustrated by a photograph, which shows 
this to be an excellent and well-proportioned 
bridge. 
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No. 727 illustrates St. Francis School, 
Craigmillar, Edinburgh, by T. Aikman 
Swan. The elevations appear to be very 
satisfactory, although the two _ recessed 
entrance features at the angles seem a little 
crushed between the blocks. 

No. 752, by Messrs. John Melvin and Son, 
illustrates in a good water-colour perspective, 
by P. H. D. Ronaldson, a pavilion at Alloa. 
This: is a playful but satisfactory design. 

No. .736, proposed new hall, Fettes Col- 
lege, by Messrs. Rowand Anderson and Paul 
and Partners, is a pleasing design in the 
traditional Scots manner. It is illustrated by 
a “‘slick’’ perspective in body colour on 
David Cox paper. 

As an architectural exhibition this one is 
full of interest, but as an exhibition of native 
talent it must be considered a failure. The 
Scottish work is mostly uninspired, and it is 
to be hoped that in future years the Royal 
Scottish Academy will give the matter of the 
exhibits in the architectural section some 
serious consideration. 

The Sculpture Hall will leave most visitors 
unimpressed. As at the 1935 Exhibition, there 
is little of particular merit. The sculptors 
seem to have applied themselves in the main 
to producing small oddities—almost ‘‘ bijou- 
teries ’’—portrait busts, etc. There is not 
one single exhibit of any size in the gallery. 
Again, only a small proportion of the exhi- 
bits are by native artists. 


CORRESPONDENCE 


Official Architects and their Representation. 


Srr,—May I once again intrude upon this 
subject, as I found your Builder Debate last 
week of exceptional interest. Both ‘‘ Positive ”’ 
and ‘‘ Private Practice’? make excellent 
points, as when the former states that it is 
possible for two groups of architects to 
organise themselves together, if they have 
enough in common; and when ‘‘ Privaté Prac- 
tice ’’ complains that ‘‘ if your correspondent is 
prepared to see the practice of architecture 
placed entirely with servants of the State.... 
he must be prepared to see the entire life of 
the country converted into one great Civil 
Service, which is, in effect, Socialism. 

These are indeed good points, and would 
be better still if they did not suggest, as 
possible future states, conditions which have 
now for some time arrived. The official 
architect and the private practitioner lack just 
that one interest in common which could keep 
them yoked together. This is work to do, 
which one party is gaining and the other is 
losing. I ask again: What function is the 
R.I.B.A. going to perform when all are official 
architects ? 


‘* Private Practice’? seems to have just 
glimpsed for the first time, as a possibility 
too abhorrent ever to become reality, that 
official architectural service is socialism. How 
can it have escaped any intelligent member 
of the community, above all any architect in 
private practice, that ‘‘ socialism in our time,”’ 
so far as an architect’s services are concerned, 
has been an accomplished fact for at least 
ten years, ever since architecture was included 
in the social services of housing, education, 
police and fire fighting—in fact, ever since 
the Great War brought about a general 
realisation that the welfare of all is the con- 
cern of the individual, and vice versa. One 
might call this Socialism and _ another 
Christianity, and both would be right. 

After all, what is the practice of Archi- 
tecture but a social service—the greatest of 
all—by the individual to the State? Has 
“Private Practice ’’ found some small com- 
munity to dwell in apart, ‘‘ thanking God that 
he is not as other men,’’ or does he, too, pay 
income tax in common with all other servants 
of the State? 

That the official architects must soon have 
a society of their own seems obvious. They 
are in the ascendant. What worries me is 
what is going to happen to the R.I.B.A. when 
we have all acknowledged ourselves to be 
servants of the State.

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“THE BUILDER’? DEBATE 


LXXXVI.—SHOULD SUB-CONTRACTS. BE 
ABOLISHED ? 

““That a general contract should be con- 
fined to the work and materials to be sup- 
plied and fixed by the general contractor.” 

Smr,—The terms of this debate are intended 
to be limited to consideration of the nomi- 
nated sub-contractors under the existing form 
of contract. The existing practice is to in- 
clude prime cost sums in a general contract, 
to be expended under the direction of the 
architect upon certain specialist work and 
materials, and it is this practice that we are 
to examine. My ‘proposition is that such 
work should be the subject of separate con- 
tracts as between the specialist contractor 
and the employer direct, and I have — 
grounds for putting this forward as a reform 
in building practice. 

Under the revised form of contract agreed 
between the R.I.B.A. and the Builders’ 
Federation, it is usual to give the general 
contractor the option of- quoting for the 
specialist work included in the prime cost 
sums, and such option is not refused for any 
but sound reasons. Thus the practice is that 
the architect obtains estimates from one or 
more specialist firms, and, having approved 
their scheme or schemes, includes the amount 
of the lowest quotation in the bills of quanti- 
ties or specification, which sum is included in 
the general contractor’s tender. By these 
means the general contractor is made aware 
of the lowest tender received for the sub- 
contract, and is thus in a privileged position 
to submit a lower competitive tender for this 
work. I suggest that this is unfair, and con- 
trary to the principles governing fair tender- 
ing. At the same time it is obvious that the 
employer deserves the privilege of having the 
specialist work carried out in the cheapest 
market, and if the general contractor is in 
a position to achieve this fairly, there is no 
reason why he should not be allowed to 
arrange accordingly, even to his personal 
profit. 

To reconcile these two principles is there- 
fore the immediate problem, and one which 
seems insoluble under existing circumstances. 
Under the different arrangement I suggest, this 
objection is removed. The general contrac- 
tor, knowing the specialist work required in 
the contract for which he would be tender- 
ing, would be privileged to tender for it in 
competition, but it would be fair competition, 
since the work required would be specified 
separately and no values disclosed until com- 
petitive tenders were received together. All 
firms would thus start with level information 
and the best value could be obtained for the 
employer. This consideration alone seems to 
warrant the reform I suggest. 

There are, however, other equally impor- 
tant matters connected with the idea. With 
most architects there is a tendency to adopt 
certain specialists for certain classes of work, 
and frequently such work is placed without 
any competition. This is not done in any 
irregular manner, but is based upon the confi- 
dence of an architect in a specialist who has 
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previously served him well, and who recipro- 


cates by quoting a competitive figure such as 
he would submit in open competition. The 
architect knows also that the service given 
under such privileged conditions is often 
more complete than under less personal rela- 
tions, while the sub-contractor knows that so 
long as he behaves himself under such a 
relationship he will be assured of future 
favours. It may even be said that the 
interests of the employer are fairly served 
under such conditions. But it is not neces- 
sarily the competitive tender of the selected 
specialist, submitted in good faith, that 
would be the winning tender in competition. 
Nor !s it necessary to assume that the selected 
specialist is the best, or one of the best, that 
could be chosen. Thus the method of work- 
ing denies the employer the right to test 
whether he is getting the best terms and 
service by accepting his architect’s nomina- 
tions. 

In many cases the employer does not know 
whether the specialist work has been put out 
to competition or not. It is not often that 
an employer examines the specification in 
detail, or satisfies himself as to what all its 
terms mean. If he were given the choice he 
would doubtless require that the whole of 
the likely market for what he wants should 
be explored, in the same way as the main 
body of the general contract is treated. 

In the large majority of cases the adminis- 
tration of a contract by a qualified architect 
is above reproach, but unfortunately there are 
black sheep in every fold, and the profession 
is no exception. It is surely obvious that the 
existing system is open to the gravest abuse, 
and that, even where there is the utmost 
good faith on all sides, there will be a ten- 
dency among the suspicious-minded to assume 
that unsavoury dealings go on behind the 
scenes where matters can be treated on a 
non-competitive basis. 

I suggest, therefore, that it is in the 
interests of the profession, as well as of the 
building trade, for this suspicion to be re- 
moved, and for it to be made possible for 
the employer to receive the full benefit of 
the market in all the several parts of a 
building contract. PositIve. 


PRIVATE ARCHITECTS AND 
MUNICIPAL WORK 


Proposats to employ architects in private 
practice to design buildings for local authori- 
ties give rise occasionally to opposition from 
councillors. A recent instance relates to a 


proposed new school for the Crewe Town . 


Council. We take from a local contemporary 
the following extracts from a report of the 
proceedings of the Council :— 

Arising out of a resolution by the Town 
Council, the School Management Sub-com- 
mittee reconsidered their decision to appoint 
Messrs. Biram and Fletcher, St. Helens, as 
architects for the proposed new junior school 
in Underwood-lane. After a lengthy discus- 
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sion the committee invited the Borough Sur. 
veyor into the meeting, and he intimated that 
if the committee wished him to undertake 
the work he could do so, provided he w. 
=_— additional staff. ” 
motion that the Borough Surveyor ‘ 
quested to carry out the Séchitocteatl pee 
for the new school was defeated, and the 
committee reaffirmed their previous decision 
appointing Messrs. Biram and Fletcher. 

When the matter came before the Educa. 
tion Committee for confirmation, Alderman 
J. Smith moved an amendment that Mr. L 
Reeves, the Borough Surveyor, be requested 
to prepare the plans. In his opinion, he said 
there was no necessity to go outside their 
own offices to find sufficient talent for the 
work of the new school. Having mentioned 
that the Ludford-street school had been built 
from the designs of the Borough Surveyor 
the speaker said there was no valid reason 
why the services of the Borough Surveyor 
should not be continued. They would be 
doing an unwise thing in -engaging outside 
architects, even on the ground of cost. What- 
ever design of school was decided upon, he 
felt satisfied that the work could be done by 
their own officials. 

After further discussion had taken place, 
the chairman said it was difficult to k 
pace with the requirements of the Board of 
Education. It was a full-time job. “I 
admit that the Ludford-street school is a 
very handsome building but it does not suit 
our purposes,’ he added. 

Alderman Dutton pointed out that their 
own officials worked in conjunction with the 
Director of Education, who would have a 
voice in saying what kind of school was re- 
quired. As a committee they should say 
what a school was to cost, and ask for plans 
to be prepared accordingly. 

The amendment was lost and the minutes 
were adopted, including the appointment of 
Messrs. Biram and Fletcher, by six votes to 


five.

Arnold Crush, of 37, York-road, Edgbaston. 
He had been in practice in Birmingham for 
about 20 years, specialising in ecclesiastical 
architecture.

Glasgow Western Infirmary: Ophthalmo- 
logical Building. 

This new building (the Tennent Memorial) 
has a frontage to Church-street, and has been 
designed in keeping with the familiar Scot- 
tish architecture of the Infirmary. Its win- 
dow spaces are an adaptation of the archi- 
tecture of its period, consistent with the 
modern internal finish necessary for an im- 
portant research department. The entrance 
from Church-street is a fine doorway in an 
otherwise simple building. The sculpture 
work has been carried out by Mr. Archibald 
Dawson, A.R.S.A. There are two figures 
above the doorway representing ‘‘ Light ’’ and 
“Darkness,” symbolising the purpose for 
which the building has been erected. 

Internally, the building is finished on the 
most modern hygienic principles. The general 
aspect is spacious, and the colour scheme is 
pleasing, a shade of cream being predominant. 
The interior fittings are mostly chromium- 
plated, offset with a suitable shade of pale 
blue. The entrance hall opens into the 
patients’ waiting-room, which is adjacent to 
the consulting department for out-patients, 
and there is ample provision for refraction 
work. The other apartments on the ground 
floor comprise a professor’s room, labora- 
tories, research laboratory, and a commodious 
lecture-room, which can be _ divided if 
necessary. 

The first and second floors contain accom- 
modation for in-patients; and the operating 
theatre, which is on the first floor, is fully 
equipped for the special work of the depart- 
ment. Each floor has accommodation for ten 
patients in six small rooms, and one small 
ward for four patients. These units are 
divided by glass partitions to facilitate obser- 
vation by the nurse in charge from one point, 
and each ward opens on to a spacious 
verandah facing south. The building is 
directly connected with the Infirmary. 

The building was designed by Mr. Norman 
A. Dick, F.R.I.B.A. (of Messrs. John 
Burnet, Son & Dick), in collaboration with 
Colonel D. J. Mackintosh, Medical Superin- 
tendent of the Infirmary. 

The following were the principal contrac- 
tors : Redpath, Brown & Co., steel structure ; 
Thaw & Campbell, Ltd., mason work; John 
Cochrane & Co., Ltd., joinery work; Crittall 
Manufacturing Co., steel windows. 


Large Swimming Bath, St. Marylebone. 

Forming a portion of a public baths build- 
ing for the St. Marylebone Borough Council, 
the large swimming bath has a water area of 
132 ft. by 42 ft., with diving pool 12 ft. deep 
and wide bathers’ promenades around the 
pond. Ferro-concrete construction is em- 
ployed for the structure of the roof and of the 
swimming bath, and the walls of the bath 
hall are lined with impervious glazed material. 
Non-slip mosaic is used for the surrounds, and 
the bath is lined with large glazed tiles. 

Mr. Kenneth M. B. Cross, M.A., 
F.R.I.B.A., is the architect. 


Coventry and Warwickshire 
Coventry. 

The commission for these extensions was 
won in competition in June, 1935. The main 
block consists of a four-story portion, of 
which the walls and frame are ferro-concrete, 
with an adjoining single-story out-patients’ 
block, constructed in brick with reinforced 
concrete roof. The aim of the architects has 
been to design a structural shell sub-divided 
by non-structural partitions, so as to give the 
maximum possible flexibility. The compact- 
ness of planning, resulting from the use of 
4 modified ‘‘ vertical ” type of lay-out, shows 
considerable economy compared with the old- 
fashioned pavilion type, and it is anticipated 
that the cost per bed will be about £500. 

The general arrangement consists of a sun- 
trap plan, having offices, casualty and special 

epartments on the ground floor, with ward 

locks on the first and second floors, and 


Hospital, 
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self-contained paying patients’ unit on the 
third floor. The out-patients’ department is 
on the ground floor between the. two wings 
of the main block, from which it is separated 
by carriageways for ambulance access. These 
carriageways also afford shelter for unload- 
ing casualties and admission cases. 

Owing to the fall in ground level the con- 
nection to the existing hospital is at first- 
floor level, which effectively isolates adminis- 
tration and out-patients’ departments from 
the general circulation. 

A good deal of attention has been given 
to acoustic problems. All partitions and 
floors will be insulated from the main struc- 
ture. Ward floors will be cork, and corridor 
floors linoleum on a_ flexible foundation. 
Ward doors will have floor springs and grip 
handles to avoid the noise of latches, and 
no door is wider than 2ft. 8in. for a single 
leaf. Lift mechanism is, of course, at the 
bottom of the shaft in every case. 

In addition to these precautions, all main 
wards are divided into four-bed bays by 
glazed partitions, carried up to the ceiling, 
and silence rooms with double windows, com- 
pletely insulated from the structure, are pro- 
vided in each unit. 

Messrs. C. M. C. Armstrong and A. H. 
Gardner, F. & A.R.I.B.A., are the architects. 


St. Paul’s Church, East Ham. 

The parish hall built in connection with 
this church several years ago had _ been 
injudiciously placed on the site, and left a 
very cramped space for the church. A two- 
aisle plan seemed the best way of providing 
the desired church accommodation. East 
Ham is not a wealthy neighbourhood, so it 
was necessary to build with the strictest 
economy. 

The church was designed to have a broad, 
spacious effect. The octagonal columns, which 
are of cast stone (by Messrs. Emmerson and 
Norris), are spaced 15ft. from centre to 
centre ; they carry a reinforced concrete beam, 
within which is the gutter between the two 
roofs—it is wide enough for a man to walk 
along its length. The ceiling is formed of 
““Celotex ’’ board, and painted deal fillets 
cover the joints. The acoustics of the church 
are very satisfactory, partly due to this 
ceiling. The floor of the church falls towards 
the east, following the fall of the land. 

The sanctuary is lighted by windows in the 
north and south walls. The lofty dorsal-cloth 
is of rose-coloured artificial silk with bands 
of oyster-shell coloured satin specially printed 
by Footprints, Ltd., with a design based 
on the vine. 

The organ chamber has a flat concrete roof 
and ‘‘ Celotex ’’ ceiling. The screen, which 
forms a sanctuary recess for the side altar, is 
of painted deal. Some rooms at the end of 
the parish hall were altered and enlarged to 
form vestries; the heating chamber is below. 

The church is seated with strong and com- 
fortable chairs. The two altars and altar 
rails, the choir seats, with the dwarf screen 
and the pulpit, are of English oak. The 
whole of the furniture was given by the local 
branch of the Girls’ Friendly Society. 

Outside, the walls are faced with Blockley’s 
bricks, light in tone and a pleasant, warm, 
creamy buff colour, the joints being cut flush 
with the face of the brickwork. The eaves 
gutters are constructed of reinforced concrete. 

The complete church, including heating, 
lighting and furniture, and some 400 ft. of 
iron railing on a concrete curb around the site 
with gates, cost £7,800. The contractors were 
Messrs. Hammond and Miles, of Ilford. 

The architect was Mr. Charles Spooner, 
F.R.LB.A.

TOWN AND COUNTRY 
PLANNING IN SCOTLAND 


SPEECH BY THE SECRETARY OF STATE. 


Str Goprrey Coins, Secretary of State 
for Scotland, spoke on the subject of town 
and country planning at a conference of local 
authorities held at the office of the Secretary 
in Edinburgh, on Friday, June 5. He said 
that our heritage from our ancestors included 
many unsightly and ill-arranged parts of 
towns and villages—places that were not only 
inconvenient and costly, but harmful to the 
health of the people, and lacking beauty and 
dignity. We should indeed be blameworthy 
if we repeated the mistakes of the past. Let 
us make sure by judicious planning that we 
did not give future generations any cause for 
criticising us. But to avoid the mistakes of 
the past we must act quickly. Planning had 
become an urgent matter, mainly because of 
two things—first, the rehousing of the 
people; and, second, the development of 
motor transport. The attack on the slums 
and overcrowding created its planning 
problems in the redevelopment of slum areas 
and the extension of the built-up areas on the 
outskirts of the towns. The development of 
motor transport meant new and wider roads 
—and it was wise to plan these well ahead of 
immediate requirements. Then there was the 
question of the reservation of land for recrea- 
tion purposes. As our cities and large towns 
extended it was becoming vitally necessary 
to ensure that sufficient open spaces were 
available to serve the recreational needs of 
the people. A further point was to decide 
where new factories should be placed for the 
convenience of industry and the comfort and 
amenity of the citizens. 

All these problems were interconnected, and 
it would be folly to attempt to solve them 
separately. They must be considered as com- 
ponent parts of one whole problem. In the 
solution of that problem the broad objective 
was the conscious direction of development 
in the interest of the community as a whole. 
To guide this development wisely, so as to 
ensure that out of the existing state of things 
order and beauty were created, was the task 
of the planning authority. They had a great 
opportunity to make a better Scotland. 

When he spoke of planning he meant no 
more than determining on broad lines how 
we wanted our towns to develop. We did 
not require to plan in advance every detail of 
a future town, but we did need to have in 
mind a picture of what we wished our town 
to look like. When we had that general pic- 
ture we could more easily ensure that develop- 
ment proceeded in an orderly manner to fit 
in with the preconceived plan. If we did not 
control development, confusion arose—and the 
kind of confusion that all deplored to-day. 
With conscious effort they could create beauty 
in their towns and villages, and make them 
worthy expressions of the craftsmanship and 
vision of twentieth-century Scotland. 

“Let us make sure, as far as possible,”’ 
said the speaker, ‘‘ that our towns of the 
future do not contain areas that are so con- 
gested and so drab that they seem to be com- 
pletely shut off from all natural beauty. Let 
us plan our towns and villages so that, while 
serving all the material needs of community 
life, they will also preserve our heritage of 
natural beauty and, if possible, enrich it. 

In some of its rural areas Scotland had a 
rich heritage of natural beauty. The Town 
and Country Planning Acts contained special 
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provisions enabling local authorities to protect 
those beauty spots—to keep them unspoiled 
and free from any undesirable development. 
He was glad to see that Dumbarton County 
had prepared a scheme to protect the ameni- 
ties of Loch Lomondside. No doubt other 
authorities would follow suit. 

Edinburgh had a good share of building 
development. This development was proceed- 
ing apace, and the members of their Town 
Council were well aware that it had become 
urgent to control it. What was known as the 
New Town—to use the phraseology of a 
hundred years ago—with its broad thorough- 
fares and dignified, beautiful squares, was a 
monument to the vision and good sense of 
our forefathers. The work of the present 
Town Council would have been simplified if 
that outlook had continued. He was glad to 
see that Edinburgh Corporation was at present 
proceeding actively with the planning of some 
13,000 acres within the city boundary, and 
that the Ayr County Council had passed six 
planning resolutions covering about 430 square 
miles of the county. These were big steps 
forward. 

As they knew, the Department of Health 
had recently issued new model regulations, 
and a memorandum on procedure. They 
hoped that these would be of real help to 
local authorities when they were considering 
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planning problems. The Department had 
also secured the services of Professor Aber- 
crombie as consultant. 

He (the — had arranged for the pre- 
paration of a simple guide to planning—some- 
thing that would attempt to explain in non- 
technical language the various points which 
planning administrators must keep in mind. 
He hoped that this would prove useful to 
members of planning committees. Every 
authority should have a planning committee, 
with a keen convener. He appealed to them 
to review their staffing arrangements, so as 
to secure that planning received direct and 
adequate attention, and to pass their resolu- 
tions as soon as possible. By doing so they 
acquired the necessary basis for all the subse- 
quent negotiations. 

“‘ Please keep in touch with your neigh- 
bouring authorities,’’ concluded the speaker, 
“‘ and I suggest that you should at the earliest 
stages discuss with your neighbouring autho- 
rities what you propose, and reach agreement 
on those parts of your scheme that affect 
each other. In schemes for redevelopment 
areas under the Housing Acts, even if you 
have no formal town planning scheme, work 
to a broad conception of how you intend the 
town to develop. Invite the assistance of 
the Department of Health, who will keep 
in touch with this movement throughout 
Scotland. Their services are at your call.” 


BUILDING SOCIETIES AND HOUSING 


NATIONAL ASSOCIATION CONFERENCE. 


Tue sixty-seventh annual conference of the 
National Association of Building Societies was 
held at Llandudno on Wednesday, June 3. 
The address of the chairman, Sir Harold 
Bellman, dealt largely with. the domestic 
affairs of building societies, but the speaker 
gave some interesting data relating to general 
progress and referred to some matters of 
special interest to the architectural profession 
and the building industry. 


Past and Future Operations. 


Dealing first with the outstanding features 
of building society operations in the past year, 
the speaker said that on the mortgage side 
operations were chiefly influenced by the 
housing boom. Thus the amount advanced by 
all societies established a new record at £131 
millions, as compared with £125 millions in 
1934, this being the third successive year 
during which their advances had exceeded 
£100 millions. The societies’ total resources 
at the end of 1935 also established a new and 
remarkable record at £602 millions, against 
£556 millions, and the number of accounts 
aggregated 3,881,259, as compared with 
3,620,144. They were not so inured to 
astronomical figures that they ceased to be 
impressed by the progress which those 
statistics reflected and the effort to which they 
bore testimony. The detailed figures would 
repay attention, for they disclosed some 
notable tendencies. The increase in the 
mortgage asset had been achieved to some 
extent at the expense of ‘‘ other assets,” 
which showed a decrease of nearly 9 per cent. 
on the year, although total assets had 
expanded. In so far as. this reflected a 
decline in average liquidity it merited careful 
consideration, since it was very necessary that 
every individual society should maintain a 
due margin of liquid resources. Another 
interesting aspect of the larger mortgage assets 
was the considerable increase in advances over 
£5,000. Investments on deposit were 
evidently receiving a larger measure of that 
support to which their merits entitled them, 
for both depositcrs and deposits were appreci- 
ably higher and there was still ample scope 
for expansion. 

Those statistics of building society effort 
must be interpreted in the light of the figures 
relating to housing output, though the 
societies’ mortgage service was not confined to 
new properties. Unhappily, the publication 
of the official statistics relating to the housing 
output during the year ended March 31 last 
had been delayed, but sufficient was known 


to justify the belief that output was again 
extremely high, and probably little, if at all, 
below the record established by the previous 
twelve months’ figures. Certainly they could 
say that as a result of last year’s output, we 
were within sight of the three-millionth house 
erected in this country since the War—a truly 
remarkable achievement. 


The question which was now exercising 
many minds was : had the housing boom spent 
itself? That the recent level of output 
represented boom conditions was incontro- 
vertible. It followed, therefore, that some 
recession in output would occur in due course. 
In addressing them last year he ventured to 
draw attention to that aspect of housing, and 
added that a reduced output would not sur- 
prise them. It was certainly much healthier 
that output should be responsive to real 
demand than that it should be maintained 
regardless of effective needs. It was note- 
testa f that the plans for dwelling houses 
p by local authorities had shown a 
reduction. for two successive months—March 
and April—the reduction being equivalent to 
14 per cent. for the two months as compared 
with the corresponding months of last year. 
In the circumstances, the immediate outlook 
was more than usually difficult to analyse. 
The only generalisation that might be safely 
ventured. was, perhaps, that a sudden and 
substantial curtailment of output seemed un- 
likely, although the number of houses erected 
might decline more or less gradually to a 
new equilibrium level. 

Any tendency towards a reduction in 
housing output would, of course, have some 
bearing on general economic conditions, for 
the housing boom had been acknowledged as 
one of the major bases, if not the major basis, 
of our economic recovery. In the existing 
circumstances, however, a moderate reduc- 
tion in housing output might not have a very 
disturbing general effect, partly because it 
was offset by an expansion in other forms of 
building and capital investment, while re- 
covery tended to become more broadly based. 

The financial side of their operations would 
be largely governed by the volume of mort- 
gage business. To-day the magnitude of the 
annual repayment of mortgages automatically 
provided societies with large resources for 
reinvestment, and while this was very far 
from saying that they could offer only limited 
investment opportunities in future, those 
repayments would become increasingly a key 
factor in their finances. On the whole, the 
immediate future would appear to promise 
consolidation rather than spectacular advance. 
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Aspects of Housing. 


While the sheer bulk of housing output hag 
evoked favourable comment, public opinion 
was as much concerned—and rightly cop. 
cerned—with quality as with quantity. Tf 
was a fact that jerry-building was an eyjj 
of some magnitude. It was necessary, how- 
ever, to preserve a sense of perspective in 
discussing jerry-building. A very large pro- 
portion of house-builders were loyal to the 
best traditions of their craft and gave the 
house purchaser good value for his money, 
There were a number of builders, however 
who, having no background of tradition and 
indifferent to everything except balance-sheet 
considerations, failed to give the purchaser 
value for his money and inflicted irreparable 
damage to the civic environment. The build. 
ing society movement was ready to co-operate 
with any responsible body which, aimed at 
eradicating the jerry-builder. The task was 
not easy and called for the maximum co. 
operative effort of all the interests concerned, 
The local authorities should rigorously enforce 
sound by-laws: the building societies should 
exercise special caution in the valuation of 
doubtful properties; and the house-buying 
public to ensure that they were getting value 
for their expenditure. 


Although the difficulties should not be 
minimised, the problem was not insoluble. It 
was a thoroughly vicious notion that crude 
and ugly houses were necessarily cheaper 
than those distinguished by repose and grace- 
ful balance. The charm of characteristic 
English domestic architecture owed nothing 
to richness of material or fussy ornamenta- 
tion. We had achieved a large measure of 
success in wise interior planning, but the 
problem of exteriors and general grouping 
still awaited universal solution. 

It would represent excessive simplification, 
however, to assume that jerry-building con- 
stituted the only problem in house-building. 
In fact, the so-called housing problem was, 
in reality, a compound of a great complex of 
problems. The housing problem, in other 
words, was not limited to considerations of 
quality of construction, nor even of quality 
and quantity combined. The whole problem 
was relatively simple in the period of con- 
tinuously expanding population, such as we 
had experienced for well over a century. 
To-day we were within a few years of witness- 
ing a stationary population. and this phase 
would be followed by a declining population. 
This was of the first importance to our entire 
social life and not least to the building society 
movement and the so-called housing problem. 
Some very vital questions were pressing 
themselves upon our notice. Were we build- 
ing the right number of houses in the right 
places? Were we building the right kind of 
houses having regard to the probable facts of 
family life in the near future? Were we 
taking sufficient account of current changes 
in our social life—for instance, the emergence 
of the unmarried woman as an independent 
wage-earner with a desire for her own housing 
accommodation? Were we considering suffi- 
ciently the possibilities of rebuilding oF 
modernising the intermediate regions of our 
great towns and cities, which, while not fall- 
ing within the statutory slum category, wert 
decidedly below acceptable modern stan- 
dards? For unless action were taken they 
might become a sort of ‘ no-man’s-land 
between the rehousing schemes in the centre 
and the new estates at the circumference; 48 
another aspect of the same problem, had we 
adequately examined the possibilities | of 
attacking at least part of the social problem 
of the partly depressed, if not the chronically 
depressed, areas by a great co-ordinated * 
housing campaign undertaken with cheap 4m 
specially organised funds? In short, had we, 
either as a nation or they as members of a 
movement, exercised the imagination, a0 
were we even dimly conscious of the extent 
and direction in which the whole tempo 
our social thought and habits would be trans 
formed by the changing tendency of popula- 
tion? There should be, through the medium 
of a reorganised Secretariat, a systematic 
and painstaking survey of that problem.

CONFERENCE ON LIGHTING, SPACE HEATING AND HOT-WATER SUPPLY IN 


LOW-COST 


Tue conclusion of our report (begun in 
our last issue) of this Conference, held at 
the Housing Centre, Suffolk-street, S.W.1, on 
May 25-26, is now given. 


HEATING RESEARCH. 

In a paper on this subject, Mr. George 
Fairweather, A.R.I.B.A., said that it was 
proposed that this research should be carried 
out to examine the problems of heating and 
equipment of low cost housing under the 
following heads :— 

Property conversion, terrace housing, 
cottage development, 3- to 5-story flats and 
10-story flats, regarded as individual dwel- 
lings, in schemes of 20 dwellings, in schemes 
of 80 dwellings, in schemes of large estates 
and other classifications. The research was to 
be divided into three sections: (1) To deter- 
mine the capacity of existing methods and 
appliances to meet the immediate demands 
of this type of housing; (2) to explore the 
possibility of improving methods and appli- 
ances with the advance of technique and 
change in the standard of living; (3) to dis- 
cover by what means the tenant can be 
assured adequate use and service from the 
appliances provided and at a cost he can 
afford to pay. 

The author then presented a carefully 
detailed schedule of how such research should 
be conducted. This was shown diagram- 
matically, being an exhibition prepared by 
Mr. 8. D. H. Shepherd to the instructions of 
Mr. Fairweather. This display is now on 
view. 


GAS COKE AND ITS APPLIANCES. 

In a paper by Mr. E. W. L. Nicol (of the 
London and Counties Coke Association) on 
“Gas Coke in Relation to Modern Housing,”’ 
the speaker declared that the combined coke- 
fired hot-water and central-heating boiler, 
designed to heat the kitchen and facilitate 
minor cooking operations, had brought the 
inestimable boon of constant hot water and 
partial central heating within the reach of 
all, while the labour-saving gas-ignited open 
coke fire provided the most satisfactory source 
of direct radiation at the minimum of cost for 
fuel. Both appliances were smokeless in 
operation. Used in conjunction with gas for 
cooking and occasional heating, the ‘‘ smoke- 
less aspect ’—with its concomitant labour- 
saving and cleanliness, probably the most 
desirable feature of any dwelling—was secured 
and maintained, adding greatly to the 
amenities of life, both for the individual and 
the community. The desirable minimum in 
modern domestic heating service included 
cooking, lighting, refrigeration, continuous 
and intermittent hot-water supply, continuous 
and intermittent space heating, partial 
central heating, drying and airing, refuse 


destruction, smokeless combustion and 
ventilation. 

‘No single heating agent,’ said the 
speaker, ‘“‘can provide this service at an 


economic cost. The popular demand for 
smokeless combustion and all that it entails 
18 Imperative, and the necessity for adequate 
ventilation by means of chimney flues in 
every living room and bedroom is too obvious 
to need emphasis. With a maximum of con- 
venience and economy in service, building 
construction and labour, gas provides for cook- 
Ing; lighting, refrigeration, intermittent: space 
eating. intermittent hot-water supply (as in 
a) drying and airing and ventilation. 
eg as a supplementary and complementary 
ue!, provides for continuous hot water, 
central heating, refuse destruction and con- 
tinuous heating by open fires. Both fuels 
are smokeless in combustion; both, in their 
application, provide ventilation ; and although 
there are alternative, but unrelated, heating 
ea there are the best of reasons, financial 
and economic—in the widest sense—why gas 
and gas coke should be used.” 


HOUSING. 


ELECTRICITY IN LOW-COST HOUSING. 


In a paper by Mr. J. I. Bernard, B.Sc. 
Tech., A.M.LE.E., M.I.H.V.E. (British Elec- 
trical Development Association), the influence 
of electricity in the solution of some of the 
problems associated with low-cost housing was 
outlined. After analysis of the various 
problems, the lecturer said that electricity’s 
contribution to low-cost housing might be 
summarised as follows:—(1) Savings in 
capital cost due to (a) lower cost of structure 
owing to omission of flues, chimney-breasts, 
etc., simpler planning of room interiors, 
reduction in accommodation for alternative 
services; (b) avoidance of capital expenditure 
on equipment if hired from Electricity Supply 
Authority. (2) Savings in operating cost, due 
to (c) economy in tenants” weekly budget for 
light and heat; (d) reduction in housing 
authority’s maintenance expense for redeco- 
rating and cleaning. 

For the moment, he said, the combination 
of electric lighting and electric cooking, water 
heating and occasional space heating to sup- 
plement a single coal fire which was used for 
the bulk of the space heating in winter, gave 
the lowest overall cost. It was quite within 
the bounds of possibility, however, that the 
further reductions in price which the in- 
creased use of electricity would bring, coupled 
with the likelihood of building materials be- 
coming available with greater heat-retaining 
properties, would make the use of electricity 
for all heat requirements the most economical 
arrangement. 


GAS IN HOUSING WORK. 


A paper from the B.C.G.A. was read at the 
conference, in which, after discussing special 
aspects of this subject, a summing up was 
given, not upon the question of gas costs or 
comparisons with other types of fuel in low- 
cost housing, but upon the point which was 
the main subject matter of the paper, namely, 
the complexity of the whole problem and the 
need for a really enlightened and unbiased 
approach to it, an investigation which the gas 
industry would be the first to encourage. 
“The case for exact and impartial research 
into the economics of fuel consumption in 
working-class dwellings,’’ it was stated, ‘‘ has 
already been sufficiently stressed. There is 
need, too, for another type of research— 
namely, research into domestic habits, cir- 
cumstances and needs—if this problem is to 
be approached, whether by architects, 
economists, or any others, in a practical and 
not a dry-as-dust abstract fashion. The tech- 
nique of ascertaining and recording in 
measurable fashion not merely the daily 
habits but actually to some extent the atti- 
tudes and ideas of large numbers of people 
have been carried to a very fair point of 
efficiency, and it is suggested that what is 
called (perhaps a little cold-bloodedly) con- 
sumer research should definitely engage the 
attention of the Housing Centre to the 
problem now under review. Would it not be 
a right and proper thing for housing autho- 
rities in general to group themselves together 
to clear up, by research of the various types 
that have been considered, the numerous 
points of national importance at present re- 
maining uncertain? It is not the function of 
this paper to offer a suggestion as to whether 
this research work should be carried out by 
regional groups of housing authorities or by 
the Ministry of Health itself, or in some other 
manner, but it is clear that if the question of 
a national housing policy is to be approached 
seriously and professionally, some such course 
of action is inevitably necessary.” 


FUEL COSTS IN FAMILY BUDGETS. 

Mr. H. L. Pirie, M.I.Mech.E., Chief En- 
gineer of the Coal Utilisation Council, speak- 
ing on this subject, said that one of the most 
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pressing problems which every housewife had 
to face was how best to allot the family 
income so as to provide the various necessities 
of life in adequate proportions. This was 
unfortunately particularly difficult among the 
poorer sections of the community. Wasteful 
and expensive forms of fuel for heating or 
cooking meant that less money was available 
for food. It was therefore essential to use 
cheap and efficient fuel in order not to rob 
the larder to feed the fire. Solid fuel over- 
came this difficulty, because it was the most 
economical for both cooking and _ heating. 
There would, he said, soon be on the market 
low-priced appliances suitable for tenement 
flats, that would cook for a family of five or 
six on a consumption of solid fuel costing no 
more than about 3s. a week. 

Speaking of heating, he said that it was 
first necessary to decide what was the 
minimum standard of heat comfort for healthy 
living, and then how that standard could be 
provided for the poorer members of the com- 
munity. One thing, however, was essential : 
whatever method of heating was used—there 
must be provision for adequate flues for ven- 
tilation. Unless there was a constant intake 
of fresh air to replace air that had already 
been breathed, it was impossible for the occu- 
pants of a room to obtain healthy rest. It 
was all very well to say that the omission of 
flues reduced the cost of construction, but 
that was utterly false economy. 

The speaker described a system widely used 
in America, in which hot water or steam was 
supplied by a pipe circuit from a central 
generating station to a number of separate 
houses throughout a town or district. Briefly 
the system was that solid fuel was converted 
into energy in the form of steam. . This steam 
was first used for generating electric power, 
and the exhaust steam from the turbines was 
re-utilised to provide a widespread system of 
hot-water supply and central heating cover- 
ing many square miles. It was also possible, 
after the town had been served, to use the 
condensate for heating purposes connected 
with horticulture. This might be difficult to 
apply to the improvement of an existing dis- 
trict, but it would be entirely suitable when 
it was possible to build new. towns, and many 
people who were interested in the slum 
problem considered that it was not only neces- 
sary to build new dwellings for the slum 
population, but also to build new factories 
near by, in which they might work. 


BOOK REVIEW 


The English Castle. By Hucu Braun, with 
a Foreword by Himarre Bettoc. London : 
B. T. Batsford. 7s. 6d. 


This profusely illustrated book, one of the 
Batsford ‘‘ British Heritage Series,” will be 
welcomed by all who wish for detailed infor- 
mation in simple language of the history, the 
growth and gradual decline of the English 
Castle. From the primitive earth strongholds 
the story is told of the development of the 
great stone castles and fortresses of later 
times, with their great walls and lofty towers, 
and of the difficulties with which the medie- 
val builders had to contend. Different types 
of medieval implements of war are described, 
and the life of the inmates of the castle is 
briefly told. From the time of Edward III's 
reign, when castle building was at its best, 
the use for them gradually diminished, and 
although brick castles were built after this 
time the advent of the gun saw the disappear- 
ance of many of the great castle strongholds. 
After describing the typical castles of the 
period, the author gives examples of those 
still to be found in England-and Wales, and 
thus with the illustrations one is well able 
to understand what the castles were like in 
the days of their greatness. The photo- 
graphic illustrations are excellent. There are 
over 100 of them, and with the addition of 
plans, diagrams and details the result is a 
very interesting book. 
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SOCIETY OF CHEMICAL INDUSTRY. 
Progress of the Plastics Group. 

The Plastic Group of the Society of 
Chemical Industry has now concluded its 
1935-36 session, which has included four most 
successful meetings as well as joint discus- 
sions with other bodies. The membership has 
increased by some 20 per cent. in the past 
year, and is now near to the 200 mark. The 
keenness of the Plastics Group, under the 
chairmanship of Dr. L. A, Jordan, and with 
the services of Mr. Austin Lowe as honorary 
secretary, is evident from the fact that the 
programme for the 1936-37 session is already 
nearly complete. So far papers have been 
arranged for meetings in London, Manchester 
and Bristol, but young plastic chemists are 
asked to make a note of the invitation ex- 
pressed in the Group’s annual report for the 
submission of original papers suitable for 
reading before the Group and consequent dis- 
cussion. 


SOCIETY FOR THE PROTECTION OF 
ANCIENT BUILDINGS. 
Annual Meeting. 

Lord Esher presided at the annual 
general meeting of the Society for the Pro- 
tection of Ancient Buildings at 66, Port- 
land-place, W.,.on May 21. Describing the 
work of the Society, he said the Town and 
Country Planning Act of 1932 contained 
ample powers for the protection of ancieni 
buildings, but they were not being used. 
Only a vigilant and outspoken public opinion 
would force local authorities to take action 
and assist the good intentions of the Ministry 
of Health. he vast movements of slum 
clearance contained elements of danger in the 
shape of indiscriminate clearance without 
consideration for the value of the buildings 
destroyed or for the possibility of their re- 
conditioning. The new Housing Act of 1935 
made it possible for local authorities to save 
and recondition old houses, but there was 
plenty of proof all over England that that 
was not being done. A survey was urgently 
necessary for buildings worth preserving, and 
the medical officer of health, whose responsi- 
bility it was to report on old houses. 
obviously needed the assistance of a trained 
architect. 

Lord Esher announced that Sir Oliver Hart 
Dyke had consented to sell to the Society 
that interesting medieval fortress, Eynsford 
Castle, Kent, for £50, and it was proposed 
to hand it over to the Office of Works to be 
controlled and kept in repair. 

Professor A. E. Richardson, A.R.A., said 
it remained for the Society to combat that 
ill-advised spirit of progress which demanded 
the demolition of Waterloo Bridge and now 
threatened All Hallows, Lombard-street, E.C. 
The Adelphi had been swept into the dust; 
various other fine places had been pick- 
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axed; Bath was threatened only recently; 
almost every small manor house within a 
radius of 30 miles of London was in process 
of conversion into shops. He would make it 
a penal offence for any architect to alter a 
building of beauty and a capital offence for 
the capitalist to convert even the smallest 
beautiful building into a commercial proposi- 
tion! All Hallows could be repaired for 
£5,000; was it not better to keep a religious 
building where temptation was most rife than 
to build others where people slept ? 

The work of the late Mr. A. R. Powys, as 
secretary over a period of 25 years, was men- 
tioned.

BRICK CUTTING 
TEMPLE 


AN important work of restoration is now 
proceeding in the Temple—the underpinnin 
and strengthening of the west wall of Middle 
Temple Hall. This work has become necgs. 
sary as the result of a process of slight 
settlement which has been going on for a 
great many years, and one of the indications 
has been a crack in the west wall, the exist. 
ence of which has been known, so we under. 
stand, for over a hundred years. 

The work of repair consists primarily of 
underpinning the bases of the external but- 
tresses, and secondly of underpinning the 
walls. Work on the former process has been 
proceeding for some months under the direc. 
tion of Mr. Maurice E. Webb, F.R.I.B.A. 
and Mr. B. L. Hurst, M.Inst.0.E. After 
exposing the bases of the external buttresses, 
half the brick base of each is ‘‘ nibbled” 
away at a time and rebuilt with stock bricks, 
the whole resting on a foundation of mass 
concrete. In the case of some of the piers, 
work is proceeding at a depth of nearly 30 ft, 
below the surface. Early next month work 
will commence from the inside on the internal 
piers. When all the buttresses are rebuilt, 
the intervening walls will be underpinned, 
At present parts are resting ‘‘on thin air” 
owing to the shrinking of the silt which 
forms the subsoil. 


IN THE 


Refacing the Buildings. 

The complicated work at Middle Temple 
Hall is being. carried out by Messrs. Dove 
Bros., Ltd., who are also refacing certain 
portions of the brickwork of the Inn 
buildings. The need for this work has 
arisen through the failure to bond back to the 
inner leaf the external skin of brick applied 
in subsequent restoration work, which, added 
to the powdering of the original lime mortar, 
has permitted the bulging of portions of the 
wall, notably at Plowden Buildings. This 
brickwork, which is fractured badly in parts, 
is being replaced with 23in. bricks, purple 
clamp stocks, nine courses to 25 in. Special 
shapes are required for window heads, arches, 
etc., and by no means the least interesting 
part of the work is to see the orange-red 
bricks used for this part of the restoration 
being cut and rubbed in a small hut 
set up in the open air by Fountain 
Court. Views of the craftsmen engaged on 
these age-old processes are given on this 
page, and it is really satisfactory to know 
that fine brick detailing (which, alas! does 
not always find the place in architecture that 
once it did) is still being done on traditional 
lines.

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OXY-ACETYLENE WELDING: 12th 
CONGRESS, LONDON 


12th International Congress of Acety- 
gd Oxy-Acetylene Welding and_ Allied 
Industries opened at Caxton Hall, 8.W.1, on 
Monday last, under the Presidency of Dr. J. 
Donald Pollock, 0.B.E., LL.D., M.D. 
Proceedings commenced at Guildhall, 
where it was announced that the King (who 
as Prince of Wales had accorded his patron- 
age to the Congress) had sent a message of 
welcome to the delegates. After the Presi- 
dent had delivered an inaugural address, 
Lord Alness, who welcomed the delegates, in 
reviewing the past development of the 
industries involved in the Congress, said 
that they could look back with a measure of 
satisfaction. The present Congress had four 
unique features. This was the first time that 
it had been honoured by Royal patronage; it 
was the first Acetylene Congress to be held 
in London for 28 years; it coincided with the 
centenary of the discovery—made in England 
—of acetylene gas; and it marked the fiftieth 
anniversary of the first commercial produc- 
tion—also in England—of oxygen. 


Monsieur A. Gandillon, President of the 
Swiss Acetylene Association and of the Com- 
mission Permanente Internationale, also ad- 
dressed the delegates; following which Lord 
Alness distributed the prizes awarded for 
papers submitted to the Congress as follows : 

XIIth Congress Gold Medal with vellum 
certfiicate.—M. R. Meslier (France). 

XIIth Congress Silver Medals with vellum 
certificates. —M. J. Brillié, M. A. Leroy, and 
M. A. Roux (France), and M. F. Golling and 
M. P. Tulacz (Poland). 

British Acetylene Association Gold Medal 
with 25 guineas (awarded for the best paper 
submitted in English by persons of British 
nationality).—Mr. C. G. Bainbridge and Mr. 
R. E. Dore, jointly. 

British Acetylene Association Silver Medal 
with 10 guineas—Mr. W. H. G. Hignett. 

On Monday evening, a Government recep- 
tion was held at Lancaster House, where the 
Minister of Health (Sir Kingsley Wood) and 
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Lady Wood received the guests and dele- 
gates. The Congress will close on Saturday. 


Over fifty papers by international experts 
were contributed to the Congress during the 
sessions in Caxton Hall, 24 of which were 
read. From those of primary interest to the 
building trade we take the following points : 


CREEP LIMIT OF OXY-ACETYLENE 
WELDS. 


A paper on this subject was read by Pro- 
fessor C. F. Keel (Basel), in which various 
experiments were described and the following 
conclusions reached :— 

(1) Zemperature 400 deg. C.—The experi- 
ments carried out on four bars stressed to 
5, 9, 13 and 17 kg./mm.? respectively gave 
the shapes of creep diagrams and the in- 
creases of creep velocity with stress repre- 
sented diagrammatically. The ultimate creep 
velocity permissible in super-heater pipes, 
amounting to 0.024 per cent. per day, is 
attained with a stress of 10.8 kg./mm.?. 

(2) Temperature 500 deg. C.—The experi- 
ments carried out on four bars under stresses 
of 2, 4, 6 and 8 kg./mm.? disclosed a rapid 
increase in creep velocity with increasing 
stress. The ultimate creep velocity of 0.024 
per cent. a day permissible in super-heater 
pipes is attained with a stress of 3.2 
kg./mm.?. The creep tests carried out at 
500 deg. C. in the B.B.C. machine on bars 
10mm. thick butt-welded by oxy-acetylene 
gave the following results :— : 

The experiment made on only a single test 
bar, beginning at a stress of 4 kg./mm.’, 
showed after 12 days a similar behaviour to 
that in the Amsler machine. The load was 
then increased to 6 kg./mm.? and the bar 
was observed for 90 days. The ultimate 
creep velocity coming into play after 90 days 
amounted to Vcr = 0.070 per cent. per day, 
which was considerably less than in the 
Amsler machine. The difference may be 
attributable to the fact that in the Amsler 
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machine each test bar was tested only at 
one stress, whereas in the B.B.C. furnace the 
same bar was observed by stages at various 
stresses. Finally the same bar was loaded 
to 8 kg./mm.? and observed for a further 15 
days without breakage occurring. 

It emerges from these experiments that 
creep is an occurrence to be avoided only 
because it involves a notable change of shape, 
and that it implies no direct risk of break- 
age. It should be noticed, however, that 
with a creep velocity of 0.024 per cent. per 
day the permanent increase in length (or 
diameter of a pipe or boiler) at the end of 
a year may amount to approximately 84 per 
cent. 


GAS WELDED TUBULAR DIVING TOWERS. 

Examples of application of oxy-acetylene 
welding to the construction of apparatus for 
sport were described in a paper contributed 
by Mr. Otto Bondy, M.I.Struct.E. (London). 
If a comparison was made between tubular 
structures built for purposes of sport and 
the earlier kind of construction which served 
similar purposes, the advantages of modern 
building methods immediately stood out. 
The first consideration which was decisive in 
sport was that of ensuring safety against 
accidents. The circular shape of the tubes 
frequently eliminated accidents where the 
sharp edges of wooden or concrete structures 
or of rolled sections of steel constituted a 
danger for the smooth. skin of those who 
were swimming or jumping. The fact that 
nowadays tubing was used so extensively in 
steel structures was due in the first place to 
welding. ‘‘Gas welding,’ said the lecturer, 
‘* should always be preferred when construct- 
ing light structures such as those dealt with 
in this paper. If the welding is at all good, 
then the walls of the tubes are certain to 
be properly joined all the way round. This 
means eliminating the fillet weld and making 
butt welds, and if the welding seam is rein- 
forced to meet the admissible stresses laid 
down in the regulations then the strength of 
the whole tube will certainly be transmitted 
to the welded joint. 

“When the weld has adequate penetration 
a water-tight joint results. This is a most 
important factor for diving towers, as the 
latter are always exposed to the action of the 
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water, even in covered swimming-baths. 
Water in swimming-baths mostly contains 
chlorine or other chemicals which are added 
for purposes of cleansing, and these chemi- 
cals would very easily affect the thin walls 
of the tube detrimentally. For this reason it 
is of the utmost importance to have a water- 
tight welded joint, and the coating of paint 
‘which has to resist the action of these various 
chemical agents is also important. When con- 
structing diving towers in the sea, the non- 
corrosive element is often the deciding factor. 

‘** International standards have been set up 
for the construction of diving towers (see 
Fig. 1). It is interesting to note that the 
industrial aspect of sport is far better regu- 
lated than its technique as an industry. The 
heights of the diving boards above the level 
of the water are laid down by international 
regulation—the figures are 1m., 3m., 5m., 
and 10m. respectively. There are two kinds 
of boards: spring boards with a spring at 
one end and firm boards or platforms. 
Their length is uniform, viz., 5 m.; the 
width of the spring boards is 50cm., that 
of the platforms 2m. Meanwhile there are 
other points which have to be considered 
when designing diving towers if the stan- 
dards established by the F.I.N.A. (Inter- 
national Federation for Amateur Swimming) 
are followed. This is frequently made a con- 
dition so that the diving towers can be used 
in competitions. These standards or rules 
also show by means of diagrams the desired 
depths of water (see Fig. 2). Quite a num- 
ber of swimming-pools which are in commis- 
sion are not as deep as they ought to be 
when these diving towers are to be used. In 
this connection, therefore, the designer of the 
diving towers bears a certain responsibility. 


““The tubes to be used must comply with 
certain minimum demands regarding strength 
and ductility of the building material. The 
specification numbered 494, 1933, of the 
British Standards Institution offers a basis 
on which to proceed. In the case of a tubular 
building material similar coefficients of resis- 
tance will have to be made compulsory ; for 
instance, 22 to 26 tons per sq. in. (35 to 41 
kg. per sq. cm.), and an approximate 20 per 
cent. elongation coefficient on a stretch of 
Sin. (200mm.). . 

“‘For the welding of diving towers of 
this kind gas welding has proved to be abso- 
lutely excellent. Meanwhile, with this class 
of welding it is necessary to make the welder 
realise that it is not merely a question of 
having a weld that is leak proof, as is the 
case with tubular structures, but that the 
welded joint must be as strong as the tube 
itself. As already stated, nearly all this 
type of joining of tubes can be done by butt 
welding. According to the British regulation 
B.S.8. 538 of 1934, a butt weld which has 
to resist tensile pull can be subjected to an 
85 per cent. stress. The remaining 15 per 
cent. (or to be exact 17.6 per cent.) must be 
provided for by strengthening the welded 
seam. When making compressive tests on 
bars, theoretically there is no need to round 
out or reinforce the weld, as the strength of 
the bar, taking into consideration the lateral 
flexure corresponding to the thinness of the 
bar, is generally considerably less than that 
which would correspond to the cross-section 
of the bar. We must, however, not lose sight 
of the fact that even where the welded seam 
is sufficiently thick and long, the strength of 
the joint in the tube may frequently be 
inadequate; the reason for this must be 
sought in the characteristics peculiar to the 
cross-section of the tube. This is a case 
when the building engineer has to step in 
and prescribe reinforcing plates, ribs, back- 
ing strips, etc., in order to prevent any local 
dents being made in the sides of the tube. 
By expedients of this kind applied to the 
joint it is possible-io ensure transmission of 
the strength of the bar to the opposite side 
of the tube.” 

[The author then described a number of 
particular diving towers in Great Britain de- 
signed by himself, and we learn that he has 
applied for patents for a number of details 
contained in these towers.—Eb. ] 
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INFLUENCE OF WELDING METHODS ON 
THE MECHANICAL PROPERTIES OF THE 
WELDS. 

{n a paper contributed by M. Yves Mercier 
(Paris) this subject was fully discussed and 
a number of interesting tables given. Con- 
clusions may be thus sunimarised :—-The tests 
described in this paper refer to butt welding 
of sheet steel, type National Marine 40 
(French Admiralty Specifications), carried 
out with A.50 grade of weld metal (Specifica- 
tions of the Association of Welding En- 
gineers). The main features of the tests were 
the following :—Three welders executed three 
series of identical weld-joints, applying the 
various standard processes of oxy-acetylene 
welding. Samples were taken as follows :— 
5x3 samples for tensile resistance. 
3x3 for resistance to impact. 
3x2 ae 9» to bend. 

The results obtained showed that while 
resistance to pull in a joint was decidedly 
constant, the angle of bend, on the other 
hand, and, above all, impact value varied 
considerably according to the method 
employed. In order to increase the figure for 
these two latter mechanical properiies, pro- 
cesses giving annealing effects should be em- 
ployed ; the “‘ special heat treatment ’’ proved 
very satisfactory from this point of view. 
The favourable influences resulting from 
annealing were gone into and confirmed: by 
subsequent experiments, which proved that 
when welds were subjected to this treatment 
their impact value could be increased and 

raised from 5 to 15 kg. per sq. cm. 


THE CORROSION OF VARIOUS 
STRUCTURAL STEELS. - 

A description of researches on welding rods 
and electrodes for corrosion-resisting joints 
was contributed by Professor J. Brillié, M. A. 
Leroy and M. A. Roux (France). The 
authors arrived at the following conclu- 
sions : Several fully satisfactory solutions have 
been offered to the problem of finding welding 
rods and electrodes which, when applied to 
constructional steels, will yield welded con- 
nections offering homogeneous resistance to 
corrosion. The results are excellent in all 
cases except where a steel is characterised by 
a particularly bad content of some particular 
agency (as, for instance, in the case of carbon 
steels of type S when exposed to acid corro- 
sion); and this is true not only for steels of 
the usual type (X), but also for those of the 
semi-rustless category which have been speci- 
ally designed from the point of view o 
augmenting their resistance to corrosion. 

The outstanding requirement in order that, 
from the point of view of resistance to corro- 
sion, the metal deposited in a weld may meet 
the conditions imposed upon it in a welded 
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connection, is that it should 
sound—free, that is, from air bubbled ell 
inclusions of slag or oxide. Given this Bisse 
tion, the chemical resistance of the de a 
metal can be further improved by pete 
additions, such as chromium and co . 
manganese and silicon, or, finally, nickel 

The performances of welded connections j 
acid and saline (sea-water) corrosion are be 
precisely comparable. In relation to the Steels 
themselves, this fact is already known 
Whereas additions of chromium and cop e 
are the most effective against acid atiack @ 
is nickel which produces the best chemical 
resistance against saline corrosion (sea-water 
Clearly it is expedient here that both the 
parent steels and the weld metals should con. 
tain the least possible amounts of phosphorous 
and sulphurous impurities. There is no neces. 
sity to use a particular weld metal for each 
type of steel : the same welding rod or elec. 
trode will give equally excellent results on 
extra mild steel, copper steel (45 kg. per 
sq. mm.) or chrome-copper steel (55 kg. per 
sq. mm.). 


OXY-ACETYLENE AND ELECTRIC ARC 
WELDING: A COMPARISON. 

In a paper by M. R. Meslier (France) the 
following conclusions were arrived at :— 
Electric arc welding has in recent years made 
enormous strides, and it is applied industrially 
for a number of useful purposes. Unfortu- 
nately, those who champion its cause do not 
limit their ambitions to a rational develop. 
ment of this process for those purposes for 
which it is particularly suited. They seek, 
often quite indiscriminately, to substitute for 
the oxy-acetylene blowpipe their process 
whenever experiments, frequently carried out 
too summarily, seem to warrant it. When 
confronted with the unquestionable progress 
made by arc welding, oxy-acetylene welding 
experts can refer to the improvements recently 
made as-regard both material and methods of 
making welds; in every case these have pro- 
duced technical and economic results which 
cannot be surpassed. Each specialised agc- 
welding process has a corresponding method 
of blowpipe welding, and for every result 
obtained by the first process, corresponding 
results, at least equally good, can be obtained 
by the acetylene process. 

The author drew a comparison between the 
two processes, their applications and their 
tesults, and showed, by means of tables and 
data obtained in aciual practice, that in 4 
very large number of cases of construction and 
repair work, oxy-acetylene welding has always 
given, with equal quality, far better economit 
results than those obtained with electric-ar 
welding. 


PRACTICAL TRAINING OF OXY- 
ACETYLENE WELDERS. 

Mr. R. Grandjon (France), in a paper on 
this subject, mentioned a new principle which 
he had formed and had applied in practice 
in the training of operators. The method 
consists essentially in demanding from the 
apprentice or pupil that from the beginning 
he should execute welds of given length m 
a fixed period of time by a well-defined 
method, whatever the quality of the result- 
ing work at first. This condition must be 
complied with throughout, and progress con 
sists in improving the quality of the we 
made within the fixed time limit. The author 
states the results obtained from this method 
of instruction, of which the final outcome 
the execution of welds that are better, more 
homogeneous, and much more economical. 


LOW-TEMPERATURE STEEL WELDING. 

A paper on ‘‘A few Considerations for 
further Research on Low-temperature Stee 
Welding ”’ was given by Mr.. E. Lewis (South 
Africa), in which the author described he 
process of Linde welding as exploited 
America for the welding of pipe-line Jom™. 
This process used a special patented type ° 
welding blow-pipe, the tip of which had two 
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additional pre-heating flames situated about 
halfway up the nozzle, the object being that 
those flames prepared the joint for the actual 
welding operation. “I have carried out 
during the past eighteen months,’’ said the 
author, ‘a large number of experiments and 
tests with this low-temperature steel-welding 
method, and the results have been such that 
I am quite convinced that all the future re- 
search on steel welding should be centred 
around this method, as I believe that, by 
the perfection of it, we shall be able to enter 
fields of steel fabrication now barred to us 
on account of low speeds, high cost, and dis- 
tortion. I refer to the fabrication of struc- 
tural steel, large tanks, etc., which are, at 
the moment, being made almost exclusively 
by one of the competitive processes.”’ 

From a very large number of tests, he con- 
tinued, he had been able to obtain the infor- 
mation that it was possible to make steel 
welds by this low-temperature process of 
mechanical strength equal to those obtained 
by fusion welding, and that the average 
strength of such welds could be taken as 
ultimate strength 29 tons per sq. in., with a 
yield point of 18 tons per sq. in. and an 
elongation of 30 per cent. Bend tests carried 
out by bending the weld both with and 
against the apex of the V showed that welds 
could be bent through 180 deg. without a sign 
of fracture. These mechanical tests were ob- 
tained from welds which had been made at 
speeds hitherto impossible for gas welding. 
It would be seen that if this low-temperature 
steel welding process was properly developed, 
not only would it be possible to cheapen gas- 
welding costs, but it would open up many 
new fields for its applications as it could 
undoubtedly be developed on automatic gas- 
welding machines to advantage. 


USE OF X-RAYS IN TESTING. 


In a paper on ‘‘ The Use of X-Rays in the 
Testing of Oxy-Acetylene Welds,’’ Messrs. 
L. C. Percival, B.Sc., and C. Coulson Smith, 
M.Sc., submitted a report on various experi- 
ments and tests made by themselves, the 
report being illustrated by a valuable series 
of diagrams and photographs. The conclu- 
sion reached was that X-ray examination 
could be used very advantageously in the 
checking and correction of welding technique. 
For this purpose it might prove the best 
existing test, because radiographs could cover 
the whole of a weld, revealing completely its 
internal condition, and were not obtained by 


the selection of sections from the whole, as 


were macrographs and micrographs. 


THE BANQUET. 

On Tuesday a banquet was held at 
Grosvenor House, Park-lane, to celebrate the 
twelfth International Congress of Acetylene, 
Oxy-Avetylene Welding and Allied Industries. 
This Congress was organised by the British 
Acetylene Association. The president was 
Dr, Donald Pollock. 

Dr. Kinzel (representing the American 
Acetylene Association), in responding to the 
toast of the ‘‘ Continental, American and 
other Acetylene Associations,” said that he 
was representing the youngest of the countries 
which had joined to make the Congress a 
Success, The meetings, he said, were inter- 
national in scope, and served to bring about 
a fellowship and to elucidate technical diffi- 
culties as wel) as difficulties of a diplomatic 
character.

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RIBBON BUILDING RESTRICTION 


Criticisms of the operations of the Restric- 
tion of Ribbon Development Act were made 
by Mr. W. Dobson Chapman, A.M.T.P.I., in 
a recent lecture on ‘‘Control of Town 
Growth ”’ before the Northern Division of the 
Town Planning Institute. It was the con- 
sidered opinion of many planners and high- 
way engineers, he said, that the operation of 
the Act, which involved highway authorities 
in expenditure of large sums of money, so far 
from eliminating ribbon development, would 
aggravate its evils on the amenities of the 
countryside by widening the ‘“‘ ribbon’’ to 
such an extent that it would be impossible to 
preserve any existing amenities immediately 
adjoining any of our classified roads. The Act 
contained no provisions for preventing ribbon 
development in areas where, for many reasons, 
development was undesirable, and its appli- 
cation was limited to the relationship between 
building and highway. In exercising his 
powers under Section 1 of the Act, it would 
appear that the Minister’ of Transport had 
decided that most of our roads were to 
incorporate twin 20-ft. carriageways, twin 
cycle tracks and wide verges, with a minimum 
distance of 120 ft. between fences; and that, 
irrespective of the amenities of any part of 
the country and of the varying flow of traffic 
in different directions at different parts of the 
day on any road, all existing roads, whether 
there were or were not buildings abutting 
thereon, should be brought to this standard. 

** Most of our highway engineers and 
planners,’ declared the speaker, ‘‘ will say 
most emphatically that in deciding the width 
of a road and carriageway, such matters as 
speed and volume of traffic, whether tidal or 
not, should be taken into consideration, and 
it certainly seems logic that where the volume 
of traffic between points is heavy one way in 


-the morning and the other way at night, one 


single 40-ft. wide carriageway has a much 
greater traffic capacity than twin 20-ft. wide 
one-way carriageways. 

‘Tt. 1s difficult to imagine why many of our 
main roads, possessing in many cases a 
peculiar local charm with their rows of trees, 
must be widened to 100-160 ft., with a whole- 
sale slaughter of trees and destruction of 
amenities, when one-half the prescribed width 
would be quite sufficient. But the Ministry’s 
requirements must be met; otherwise no grant 
will be forthcoming. Highway surveyors must 
find themselves in an invidious position, in 
that the future policy of their councils is to 
be more or less determined by the Ministry, 
apparently without consideration for local 
matters of importance. 


Possible Remedies. 

‘* Some five main points appear to stand 
out which, although involving legislation 
somewhat revolutionary in character, would 
do much to ease the situation. These are :— 

‘*1. Measures giving highway authorities 
power to prescribe a limited number of motor 
roads completely separate from our present 
road system. These roads to be for the 
purpose of passing ‘ through’ motor traffic 
quickly between important centres of popu- 
lation. Road connections and all other forms 
of access, both pedestrian and vehicular, on 
to such roads will be limited to distances of 
from 5 to 10 miles apart, depending upon the 
position of existing important centres of 
population. These inotorways to be made up 
of carriageways and verges only with no foot- 
path provision, the use of the same by 
pedestrians in the ordinary way to be 
prohibited. No connection to be made with 
existing roads, which would be crossed by 
means of a bridge or tunnel. 


“2. The power for a planning authority to 
‘ earmark ’ an area outside the limits to which 
a town might be desired to grow, as a purely 
agricultural area, in which no buildings other 
than agricultural buildings could be erected, 
and with the important provision that no 
compensation would be payable in respect of 
such zoned areas if considered reasonable by 
the Ministry of Health. 

‘** 3. A complete revision of the legislation 
governing private streets and _ highways, 


making it compulsory for every person who 
builds to pay a fixed frontage charge per foot 
run, whether it is in the middle of a field, 
or whether alongside a highway. Alter- 
natively, all street-making charges might be 
borne by the local authority, who would 
necessarily require some form of control over 
the development. 

“4. A revision of existing legislation 
which gives a free right of owners of land 
abutting on to the line of a water main or 
sewer to make connection therewith. 

“5. A ruling of the ‘ powers that be’ to 
the effect that a septic tank or cesspool is 
insanitary. . 

“6. The fixing by the Government of 
Statutory Panels of qualified persons able to 
judge on the question of amenity and of 
external appearance of buildings, to which 
Panel all plans must be submitted, and whose 
decision must be final. 

“The demands of modern civilisation and 
the speed and scientific inventions of the 
present century demand.that a greater control 
must necessarily be exercised over the liberties 
of the individual, and in cases such as we are 
confronted with at the present time, it must 
not be unreasonable for legislation to be 
demanded which, although further interfering 
with the rights of the individual, will most 
certainly safeguard the social and economic 
interests of the community at large.”

Sir,—If a specialist firm is invited to 
quote a lump-sum price for supplying and 
fixing goods shown on a set of details, and 
then submits its quotation, together with a 
list of quantities for the goods quoted for, 
and the lump-sum tender is accepted, do the 
quantities become part of the contract? In 
other words, may the firm charge as extras 
any goods not included in the quantities, 
although such goods were shown upon the 
details provided ? Accounts. 


Construction of Chimneys. 

Smr,—It has been suggested to me that 
a chimney flue surrounded by 9 in. of brick- 
work is more likely to give trouble from 
weather than one surrounded by only half- 
brick thickness on account of the amount of 
water held in the greater bulk of brickwork. 
I should be glad to have advice upon this 
matter.

Sm,—I would suggest Canadian birch 
flooring as the type of flooring your corre- 
spondent is seeking. It is a hard wood floor, 
without figure, but with a fine regular sur- 
face. In strips, grooved and tongued for 
secret nailing, it would show a saving on 
the cost of a deal counter floor and the 
cheapest kind of hard wood sheathing.

Effect of Floating Coat on Sirapite.

Srr,—There should be no ill effects from 
the floating coat suggested, except that any 
gauging ot Portland cement is not to be 
recommended for this purpose. It will be 
necessary to thoroughly wet the surface of 
the rendering before applying a further coai, 
to ensure proper adhesion. PLASTER. 


Smr,—A floating coat of lime plaster can 
be applied to Sirapite, provided the latter 
is allowed to age for a little time before the 
lime plaster is applied. At least six weeks 
should be allowed, and the white powder 
which forms on the surface should be brushed 
off before the Sirapite is applied.

.» Housrne Circular 1539, dated May 7, 1936, 
does not take this as a standard for the 
design of new houses, and makes the follow- 
ing more liberal suggestions :— 

. . . the Minister would himself regard the 
following standards (in which by “‘ person” 
ts meant any individual whether adult or 
child) as being generally satisfactory :— 


larger size than that referred to under (a) 
would afford adequate accommodation: The 
third bedroom should be made larger, and 
this would give on the ground floor the necés- 
sary extra living-room accommodation. Suit- 
able sizes recommended are bedrooms of 150, 
120 and 100 square feet, and a living room of 
200 square feet, with a total superficial area 
of about 850 square feet. 

(c)-For a family of seven persons appro- 
priate accommodation could be provided in a 
four-bedroom non-parlour type of house con- 
taining bedrooms of approximately 150, 120,

(a) The three-bedroom non-parlour type of 
house with a superficial area of 760 square 
feet or thereabouts and containing bedrooms 
of about 150, 100 and 80 square feet and a 
living room of 180 square feet, which follows 
the normal type being erected in large num- 
bers by local authorities, affords adequate 
accommodation for a working-class family 
consisting of not more than five persons. 

(b) For a family-of six persons a three- 
bedroom non-parlour type of house of rather 


100 and 80 square feet, and a living room of 
about 220 square feet, with a total superficial 
area of about 1,050 square feet. In certain 
cases, if the local authority consider that the 
circumstances ccll for it, one substantial 
living room of, say, 180 square feet, together 
with a smaller parlour of, say, 100 square feet, 
might be substituted for the single large living 
room. In some cases this accommodation 
could be conveniently planned by arranging 
for a folding door between the two living 
rooms. By such an arrangement fuel could 
be economised, as one fire could often be used 
to warm the two rooms. 

(d) For a family consisting of eight persons 
a four-bedroom house with a superficial area 
of approximately 1,130 square feet would 
afford appropriate accommodation. The bed- 
rooms might be approximately 150, 120, 120 
and 100 square feet in area. The living 
accommodation would normally take the form 
of a living room and a parlour. 

The Provisional Regulations associated with 
the Housing Act of 1935, and dated Octo- 
ber 15, 1935, give further particulars with 
regard to computing the areas of rooms, and 
Section 3 is quoted, thus :— 

‘“3. For determining for the purposes of

wt) All measurements for the purpo 
computing the floor area shall be naan cae 
floor level, and subject as aforesaid, shall 
extend to the back of all projecting skirtings,” 

It will be noted that any headroom over 
5 ft. is within the computation of the floor 
area, irrespective of the possibility of a large 
proportion of such area being but little more 
than the 5 ft. In fact, under these rules a 
flat-ceilinged room with a headroom of 5 #t 
will rank as accommodation. 

Two decades ago a decent headroom was an 
essential for all new habitable rooms, but now 
there is no control in this direction by means 
of recent model building by-laws. This will 
probably find its reaction in due course, for 
a low headroom may rank as a sanitary defect 
in a house. 

The measurements are taken to the back 
of the projecting skirting—which is generally 
the face of the rendering—and the thicknesses 
of plastering on the sides of the room should 
be allowed for in designing rooms to these 
minimum requirements. This will mean an 
allowance of about 3 ft. super in the size 
of a room as compared with net wall to wall 
(unplastered) measurements.

Working Classes. 

A legislative expression of ‘‘ working class ” 
in connection with houses is found in the Fifth 
Schedule of the Housing Act of 1925 (Eleventh 
Schedule of the Housing Bill of 1936). and is 
quoted, thus :— 

“12. (e) The expression ‘ working class’ 
includes mechanics, artisans, labourers, and 
others working for wages, hawkers, coster- 
mongers, persons not working for wages, but 
working at some trade or handicraft without 
employing others, except members of their 
own family, and persons other than domestic 
servants whose income in any case does not 
caceed an average of three pounds a weth, 
and the families of any of such persons who 
may be residing with them.” 


Back-to-Back Houses. 

This term is not always understood; Sec- 
tion 17 of the Housing Act of 1925 explains 
tie term and prohibits such erections. ‘The 
usual demand for a rear open space in build: 
ing by-laws prevents this type of erection; 
but where no building by-laws are in opera 
tion, or are insufficiently operative, this 
Section can be the legislative power to prevent 
such houses being erected. 

The Section is quoted, thus:— se, 

“17, (1) Notwithstanding anything m any 
local Act or by-law in force in any boroug 
or district, it shall not be lawful to erect any 
back-to-back houses intended to be used 4 
dwellings for the working classes, and any 
such house shall be deemed to be in a state 
so dangerous or injurious to health as to be 
unfit for human habitation for the purposes 
of the provisions of this Act; ; 1 

Provided that nothing in this Section sha 
prevent the erection or use of a house com 
‘taining several tenements in which the tene 
ments are placed back to back if the nel 
officer of health for the district certifies t 
the several tenements are so constructed @ 


‘arranged so as to secure effective ventilation 


of all habitable rooms in every tenement. 
(2)' This section shall apply to any i 

commenced to be erected after the third ~ 

of December, nineteen hundred and mint; 
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except that it shall not apply to houses abut- 
ting on any streets the plans whereof were 
approved bi the local authority before the 
rst day of May, nineteen hundred and nine, 
in any borough or district in which, on the 
third day of December, nineteen hundred and 
nine, any local Act or by-laws were in force 
permitting the erection of back-to-back 
houses.” 

This is to be replaced by Section 22 of the 
new Housing Bill of 1936, and the wordings 
are almost identical. 

Even with tenements and blocks of flats it 
is now considered desirable to obtain through 
ventilation. ‘The Section does not state the 
extent of intervening space (or open space) 
necessary between the backs of houses. See 
Figs. 114 and 115. 

Section 102 of the Housing Act of 1925 (or 
Section 163 of the Housing Bill of 1936} is of 
interest to those engaged in the conversion of 
houses into tenements or flats. It applies to 
houses of all classes, and is as follows :— 


“102. Where it is proved to the satisfac- 
tion of the county court on any application 
by the local authority or any person interested 
in a house that, owing to changes in the 
character of the neighbourhood in which the 
house is situate, the house cannot readily be 
let as a single tenement but could readily be 
let for occupation if converted into two or 
more tenements, and that, by reason of the 
provisions of the lease or of any restrictive 
covenant affecting the house or otherwise, 
such conversion is prohibited or restricted, 
the court, after giving any person interested 
an opportunity of being heard, may vary the 
terms of the lease or other instrument impos- 
ing the prohibition or restriction so as to 
enable the house to be so converted subject 
to such conditions and upon such terms as 
the court may think just.” 

This does not override the constructional 
provisions of the building Jaws or by-laws 
with regard to the division of a house into 
two or more separate dwellings. The division 
of a large house into tenements must be done 
in accordance with such by-laws or any other 
legislation affecting it. The Section enables 
a house to be divided up in accordance with 


. the laws or by-laws. 


Section 61 of the Public Health Bill of 1936 
deals with this subject. By-laws for the con- 
struction, height and space about buildings 
are to apply when “building which was 
originally constructed for occupation as a 
house by only one family becomes occupied 
by two or more families.” 

This, if it becomes law, not only affects the 
conversion of a house into tenements or flats, 
but also the conversion of » house into an 
apartment house. 


Cellar or Basement Dwellings. 

At present Sections 71 to 75 of the Public 
Health Act of 1875 govern these types of 
buildings, but they are scheduled for repeal 
in the Public Health Bill of 1936. 


Section 18 of the Housing Act of 1925 deals 
with the subject and prescribes an average 
headroom of 7 ft. without prescribing a 
minimum headroom. The Section is partly 
quoted, thus :— 

“18. (1) A room [habitually used as a 
sleeping place], the surface of the floor of 
which is more than three feet below the sur- 
face of the part of the street adjoining or 
nearest to the room, or more than three feet 
below the surface of any ground within nine 
feet of the room, shall for the purposes of 
this part of this Act be deemed to be a house 
$0 dangerous or injurious to health as to be 
unfit for human habitation, if the room either 
. (a) is not on an average at least seven feet 
tn height from the floor to ceiling; or 

(b) does not comply with such regulations 
a8 the local authority with the consent of the 

mister may prescribe for securing the 
Proper ventilation and lighting of such rooms, 

the protection thereof against dampness, 
efluvia or exhalation. 
(2) A closing order made in respect of a 
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room to which this section applies shall not 
prevent the room being used for purposes 
other than those of a sleeping place; and if 
the occupier of the room after notice of an 
order has been served upon him fails to 
comply with the order, an order to comply 
therewith may, on summary conviction, be 
made against him.” 

This last section definitely associates itself 
with ‘‘ a room habitually used as a sleeping 
place,’’ but in Section 12 of the Housing Bill 
of 1936, which is to replace this Section, the 
words in square brackets are not inserted. 
(See Fig. 116.) 

This Section applies chiefly to existing 
buildings, for modern building by-laws 
generally prohibit such circumstances. 


BUILDING INDUSTRY 
NOTES 


[FROM A LABOUR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
Wace Rates 1n Non-Gkapvep Districts.— 
The columns of Zhe Builder from time to 
time record the prospective erection of Aero- 
dromes and the seeking of tenders for them 
by the Air Ministry. Occasionally the sites 
are in districts not specifically graded in 
regard to wages by the National Joint Council 
for the Building Industry, and difficulty as to 
the wage rate consequently arises. To solve 
the problem, federated contractors desiring 
to tender have been requested by their 
Organisation to communicate with: their local 
Association, which in turn would communi- 
cate with the Regional Federation and make 
known iis views, presumably after consulta- 
tion with the Regional Organisation of the 
operatives. : 
MAINTENANCE PERIop.—At the next annual 
general meeting, in London, of the National 
Federation of Building Trades Employers, 
members will consider a recommendation 
that the Royal Institute of British Architects 
be asked to assent to a proposition that 
Members of the N.F.B.T.E. shall not accept 
contracts with a period of maintenance of 
more than six months, except in special 
circumstances to be determined. 


Crart Commirrres.—Some local Associa- 
tions of Building Trades Employers have a 
great belief in the efficiency of Craft Com- 
mittees, and the N.F.B.T.E. has now estab- 
lished two—one for the Plastering Trade, and 
another for the Painting Trade. In those 
northern areas where craft employers largely 
constitute the trade, and not all are members 
of the N.F.B.T.E., the setting up of Craft 
Committees by the latter organisation is 
doubtless intended to add to its influence and 
power. 

Bits or Quantit1Es.—One of the Regional 
Federations of the N.F.B.T.E. has a rule that 
where no quantities are supplied for work 
costing over £800, and though only two mem- 
bers may be tendering, tenderers must notify 
their local Association secretary. Where bills 
of quantities are supplied, the local Associa- 
tion endeavours to keep in touch with archi- 
tects to secure observance of National Joint 
Council rules, conditions and wages. It is 
most likely that other Regional Federations 
will foster similar objects, which would be 
welcomed by the organised operatives. 

Srecratist Work Disputes.—The introduc- 
tion of specialists into the building industry 
sometimes creates difficulties with the respec- 
tive Union craftsmen, and calls for the inter- 
vention of Regional and perhaps National 
organisations. One of the latest difficulties 
was in the West Country, and not among 
plasterers or plumbers, but among the wood- 
workers. It related to the erection of metal- 
framed partitions, which work joiners claimed 
to be theirs. The National bodies intervened 
by means of a Joint Emergency Commission, 
their finding was accepted, and the dispute 
was terminated. The work was “ found ”’ to 
be for joiners. 

Tue 44-Hour Weex.—Some months ago a 
five-day week was introduced at Port Sun-

light, near Birkenhead, by Messrs. Lever 
Bros., Ltd., without loss of pay. The 
44-hour week of building trade operatives was 
reduced to 434, with double-time pay for 
Saturday emergency work. In the event of 
the Building Industry agreeing to a shorter 
week, Messrs. Lever undertake that the new 
hours shall apply to them. The company also 
conditionally guarantee a full standard work- 
ing-week’s pay to all building trades opera- 
tives with a six-months’ service under it. 
Certain considerate conditions are allowed to 
operatives falling sick or meeting with 
accidents. 


THe AmaLcaMaTeD Society or Woop- 
WORKERS.—This Society reports that last 
year the membership increased by 8,780 to 
111,780—the largest since 1920. The Society 
is seeking for a membership of 120,000. 
Readers of The Builder may be reminded that 
one of the most important rules of the Society 
reads: ‘‘ Members should not handle any 
British-manufactured joinery until they are 
satisfied it has been made by Trade Union 
Labour ; the responsibility for proof rests with 
the employer. Members should not handle 
joinery manufactured abroad unless the name 
of the manufacturer appears in the List of 
Foreign Firms which has been supplied to all 
our branches.”’ 

Upcrapinc Wacess.—<According to a state- 
ment emanating from the Secretary to the 
Southern Counties Building Operatives 
Federation, the Regional Joint Committee of 
Operatives and Employers have, after pro- 
longed negotiations, in joint conference 
drafted proposals for upgrading the rate of 
wages in many towns and districts in the 
Southern Region. If the National Council 
eventually pass the proposals, there will 
be rate-wages increases in 101 places 
out of a ‘total of 138 on the graded 
list, the remaining 37 being unaffected. The 
increases would range from }d. to 2d. an 
hour, though only one town would be up- 
graded twopence. Forty-six places would be 
upgraded 14d, 22 upgraded 1d., and 32 up- 
graded }d. per hour. The places affected 
are in several of the counties constituting the 
Southern Region. 


OVERCROWDING 


SPEECH BY MINISTER OF HEALTH. 


Sm Kinestey Woop, the Minister of 
Health, speaking recently at the Metro- 
politan Tabernaéle, London, at a meeting of 
officers of the Salvation Army who are 
engaged in work in slum areas, said we were 
still building new houses at the rate of some 
300,000 a year, and we should soon approach 
the time when we should have built some 
three million houses since the War; but we 
could not rest until we had seen the last of 
miserable and bad housing conditions in this 
country. 

We had particularly to deal effectively with 
slum conditions and the evil of overcrowding. 
Some 400,000 slum dwellers and_ their 
children had already been removed from the 
slums to new and decent houses, but others 
remained in disgraceful hovels, and our con- 
science could not be clear until that was 
ended. 

Resolute action and sustained effort were 
needed in connection with the new campaign 
against the evils of overcrowding. Local 
authorities had now carried out the first 
complete survey. of housing conditions with 
regard to overcrowding. Overcrowding in 
London was proportionately and in total more 
serious than in most of the provincial towns, 
and the survey in London had shown that 
about 70,000 houses were at present over- 
crowded. The complete surveys for the 
country as a whole had not yet been received, 
but it was apparent that in large parts of 
the country the problem was manageable and 
could be dealt with. expeditiously. In com- 
pass, the problem of overcrowding like that 
of the slums was one well within our’ powers 
if we stuck to our task. 
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LECTURE AT CARPENTERS’ HALL. 


A tecture on “ Formwork and Centering ”’ 
was given by Mr. Martin S. Briggs, 
FRLB.A., at Carpenters’ Hall recently. The 
lecturer said that five or ten years ago it 
appeared that the declining trade of the car- 
penter was experiencing a real stimulus be- 
cause of the great development of reinforced 
concrete construction and the consequent use 
of timber centering on a large scale. It was 
work that involved intelligence rather than 
skilful craftsmanship, and so could not be a 
complete substitute for the ingeniously jointed 
trusses and frames that were the carpenter’s 
glory, but it was better than nothing and did 
at least help the timber trade. ecently, 
however, there had been an increase in metal 
substitutes for timber framework. 

The man who had charge of the framework 
on any large reinforced concrete job might not 
need to be a highly skilled craftsman with his 
hands, but he had a heavy responsibility to 
his employer in two directions—firstly, in the 
design or selection of the various members to 
give the necessary strength with the minimum 
scantling; secondly, in the selection and fixing 
of those members so that they could be readily 
struck on a and also be re-used as 
often as possible. Large sums could be saved 
by using standardised units and by avoiding 
nail holes where possible; indeed, it some- 
times paid to alter the size of a concrete beam 
by half an inch so that standard sizes of form- 
work could be used. Difficulties of that sort 
had led to the invention of adjustable props 
which required no nailing and could be re- 
used again and again. 


Materials. 


Dealing with the materials used in ordinary 
formwork where no adjustable props and no 
metal shuttering were employed, the lecturer 
said the timber was generally Norwegian or 
American southern pine, though spruce was 
also satisfactory and fir was sometimes used 
in America. For ordinary work the timber 
used should be neither green nor over-seasoned 
and it was usual to émploy dressed timber, as 
workmen naturally disliked handling the rough 
surfaces of undressed timber. It should be 
wrought, at least on the concrete face, and 
thicknessed, with edges shot and close joints. 
It was important that posts and studs, as 
well as sheeting, should be of accurate dimen- 
sions, otherwise. uneven surfaces and difficul- 
ties in fitting would result. The scantlings 
were determined by practical and commercial 
as well as theoretical requirements. It was 
desirable to use convenient sizes for sheetin 
and supports and to meet any increased ed 
by increasing the number of the supports, 
rather than ask for unusual scantling that 
might cause delay or extra cost. The ordinary 
fastenings were common wire-cut steel nails, 
sizes sixpenny upwards, though many people 
preferred round wire nails, which were easier 
to draw after use and did not so often rust 
and break in the timber, possibly damagin 
the carpenter’s saw afterwards. Nails should 
not be used to resist stresses. That was 
where intelligent design came in. Wires 
should be black annealed tie wire, number 9 
best. Bolts should be greased and provided 
with washers. 


Loads. 


As regarded the loads to be carried, to 
calculate the sizes of formwork members scien- 
tifically there were two load-factors to be con- 
sidered—{a) the weight of wet concrete, which 
could be taken as 1441b. per cu. ft., and (b) 
the live load due to the men working on the 
floor with their plant, generally taken as 75 lb. 
per cub. ft. before the concrete was filled in. 
There was another kind of stress that ap- 
peared on column-forms—a horizontal stress 
tending to thrust them apart, due to the 
hydrostatic head of wet concrete. As soon as 
it set, of course, that stress vanished, so one 
had to provide for the horizontal stress be- 
tween the time of filling and the time of 
wage The slower the rate of filling the 
less the pressure to be resisted. In cold

weather concrete set more slowly, so the forms 
had to be made stronger accordingly. Not 
more than 12 in. high should be passed in at a 
time. The same difficulty arose in the case of 
walls, 


Calculations. 

Calculations for design were a difficult 
matter. The formwork should be drawn out 
to quarter-inch or half-inch scale beforehand 
and the shuttering should be capable of carry- 
ing all the weight of the concrete, no reliance 
being placed on the reinforcement. In makin 
the necessary calculations the formule an 
methods used in other branches of applied 
mechanics could be adapted to the case of 
formwork. For any section of formwork the 
first step was to find out how much that par- 
ticular section carried of live loads and dead 
loads. Then deflection could be calculated, 
and bending moments and so on in the 
ordinary way. The allowable stress on the 
timber was higher than it would be for per- 
manent carpentry, formwork being temporary. 
It was now possible to obtain ready-made 
tables of strength applicable to most of the 
ordinary cases of formwork. As examples of 
calculations for the various elements, the lec- 
turer cited the following : For a floor sheath- 
ing for a 4-in. slab concrete floor, 1-in. sheath- 
ing needed to be supported by ledgers every 
3ljin. If the thickness of the sheathing were 
increased to 14in. it needed support every 
45in. To decide between the two, one rec- 
koned up the cubic feet of timber required, 
in sheathing and ledgers, for the two alterna- 
tives. For a wall sheathing the stress varied 
with the height of the wall. With a wall 
10 ft. high, for lin. sheeting the walings or 
supports should be 12}in. apart, but with 
2 Se sheeting they could be 21in. apart. 

e higher the wall the closer the supports 
needed. Column sheathing was practically the 
same as for a wall. For a column 10 ft. high, 
if lin. sheathing be used, supports were 
placed 124 in. apart. In that case they were 
called ‘‘ yokes,’’ and were placed nearer to- 
gether at the bottom than at the top, where, 
obviously, the pressure of the concrete de- 
creased. For posts or props the calculations 
were as follows: a 4in. by 4 in. post in a 
room 10 ft. high would safely carry 8,400 lb. 
applied as a direct vertical load. If the size 
of the post were increased to 6in. by 4in. it 
would carry 12,900lb., and if increased to 
6in. by 6in. it would carry 24,400lb. The 
closer the posts were spaced the smaller would 
be the load to be carried by each, and the 
spacing influenced the size of the joists or 
ledgers above them; the closer the posts were 
spaced the less the span of the joists they car- 
ried, and consequently the smaller the scant- 
ling of the joists. Against the saving in 
scantling, however, one had to gai the greater 
number of posts and joists used, so ultimately 
the thing had to be reckoned up on the basis 
of cubic feet of timber to be paid for. 


Some Details of Formwork. 

The inside face of forms should be oiled or 
reased, unless the concrete was afterwards to 
e plastered, to prevent the concrete breaking 

off and coming away with the form after strip- 
ping. For that purpose a special non-staining 
concrete oil was made, but soft soap and water 
could be used. The oil or grease should be 
applied some time before the concrete was 
filled in. Forms could be cleaned with a jet 
of steam or compressed air after use. If 
plaster was to be applied to the concrete a 
rough surface was a positive advantage, and 
then the oiling of forms was not so necessary. 
Before filling the form with concrete, all saw- 
dust, rubbish, bits of wire, etc., should be 
removed. Often a small trapdoor was pro- 
vided at the foot of some of the column forms 
for that purpose, the rubbish renee 4 swept 
into the column form off the floor sheathing 
above it.. Joints in the woodwork should be 
sufficiently close to prevent the semi-liquid 
concrete running out. Concrete beams and 
pillars should never be finished with salient 
angles. To produce a canted angle a small 
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triangular fillet was usually fixed in the ip 
ternal angles of column and girder forma. 
The striking of forms was an art and the tem. 
porary propping of floors was usually neces. 
sary after most of the forms had been Te- 
moved. 


Methods of Building. 

There were two main methods of buildi 
plain vertical walls. One was with fixed tim. 
ber forms, the other with climbing or creepin 
steel shuttering. If the former method eae 
used, one had to decide whether to build y 
the falsework entirely on the site or to by 
standardised sections or panels made before. 
hand and assembled and erected on the job 
The latter method was often found best on 
large buildings where there was a considerable 
repetition of units. Another essential was to 
erect sufficient forms for one day’s concrete ° 
that being determined by the size of the job 
and the capacity of the concrete-mixer, The 
normal construction of wall-forms comprised 
two layers of sheeting with 4 by 2 studs at 
14in. to 16 in. centres. The two layers wer 
kept apart by 2 in. by 1 in. spacers, or distante 
pieces, at frequent intervals, and were tied 
together, also at frequent intervals, by twisted 
wire ties or by bolts. Unless other lateral 
support be available the two layers of sheet. 
ing and studding should be braced or shored 
up off the ground or. an adjoining floor, 
Sheathing should be 1} in. to 2in. if it was 
to be re-used several times, otherwise 1 in. 
would be thick enough. for ordinary con- 
crete walls wire ties were generally used, if 
any. They were taken round the outside of 
the studs or wales on each side of the wall 
and twisted up tight with a claw-hammer, 
When the concrete had set the wires were left 
in and the ends cut off. Falsework for mov- 
able er was usually, if not always, in 
metal. 


The ‘‘ Rooshor.”’ 


An innovation now in use known as a 
** rooshor ’’ was shown by the lecturer. This 
was a patent adjustable post made of Colum- 
bian pine with fastenings made of malleable 
iron. It could be extended from 8 to 14 ft. 
and could be carried and fixed by one 
man. With this no cutting, nailing or wedg- 
ing was necessary and the rooshor was made 
self-locking by means of an ingenious device. 
It was made to collapse when no longer re- 
nocer by a smart blow on the lock, and was 
then ready for removal to its next position. 
Rooshors were used on the new Bank of Eng- 
land. The same firm made the ‘‘ Roos column 
clamp,” which consisted of two interchan 
able parts which could not be set wrongly. 
There were no loose parts and only a hammer 
was needed to set or release it. 


After dealing with the ordinary forms of 
centering for brick and stone arches, the lec- 
turer showed a slide of the centering of the 
eighteenth-century Blackfriars Bridge in 4 
drawing by Piranesi, and mentioned that m 
more than one museum in Italy he 
seen models of marvellous centres constructed 
in the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries. 
showing that celebrated architects of those 
days were proud of the constructive feats they 
could accomplish in that kind of work. 


Showing a slide of the bridge over the River 
Elorn at Pianpastel in Brittany, the lecturer 
said the river was 2,000 ft. wide and the banks 
120 ft. high. There was a considerable ms¢ 
and fall of the tide. The piers and springings 
of the three arches were finished first. Then 
an enormous floating centre, 580 ft. span and 
100 ft. high in the middle, was built, the lower 
ends and pontoon of reinforced concrete, “ 
rest of small-section timber. The chord 0 
the arch consisted of 80 3-in. wire rope 
ties, which could be tightened or slacken 
hydraulically. The centering was then float

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STATE OF THE BUILDING 
INDUSTRY. 


SURVEY BY THE BUILDING 
INDUSTRIES NATIONAL COUNCIL. 
“THe position of the building industry 

continues to be satisfactory,’ states the 
current issue of ‘‘ The Building Industries 
Survey,” puvlished by the Building Industries 
National Council, ‘‘ the number of unem- 
ployed workpeople in April being some 20,000 
below the total for March and that for a year 
ago. It must, however, be noted that the 
count was taken a week later than usual, on 
April 27, the fourth Monday in the month, 
as compared with March 25 and April 23, 
1935, in each case the third Monday. Com- 
parison is thus to some extent vitiated, since 
the difference in the number of unemployed 
from one week to the next is likely to be 
substantial at this time of the year, when 
there is a strong downward seasonal move- 
ment. 

“The building plan figures for dwelling- 
houses show a decline in value for the first 
quarter of the year as compared with a year 
ago, but the number of houses to which they 
relate is greater. The decline in the March 
figure as compared with last year is, how- 
ever, confirmed by the preliminary figure for 
April, which shows a decline in value of 14.8 
per cent. on the year. These facts place the 
continuance of housing by private enterprise 
at its recent level in some doubt, and raise 
the question whether a definite turning-point 
has been reached. 

“Tn these circumstances it is essential that 
the Government should aim at the main- 
tenance of cheap money as the basis of an 
expansion of industrial and commercial new 
construction and replacement, and should so 
organise its .defence programme as to inter- 
fere as little as possible with the normal 
trade of the industry, and especially with the 
intensification of slum-clearance operations 
now called for under the five-year programme. 


“Building of an industrial and commer- 
cial nature is fully maintained and in some 
areas shows further increases. The building 
plan statistics give favourable indications for 
this class of work. 


_ “The position of public works contracting 
is still unsatisfactory, with 43.6 per cent. of 
the workpeople unemployed. While a slight 
improvement has occurred during the month, 


‘a substantial movement was. looked for in 


view of the schemes approved and loans sanc- 
tioned last year. It would’ appear that the 
lag between the approval and execution of 
schemes is greater than was anticipated. It 
may be that the staffs of central departments 
and local authorities have been considerably 
occupied by their duties under the 1930 and 
1935 Housing Acts, but every effort should 
be made to reduce this lag. 


“*The materials industries ‘have to * look 
forward during the coming months to the 
Seasonal increase in demand, which will 
probably be of normal dimensions. The out- 
look is, however, complicated by the housing 
position and the uncertainty as to the Govern- 
Ment’s intentions in relation to defence. 
Whatever may be the case with regard to 
other items, there would appear to be no 
reason why the building industries should not 
be informed well in advance as 'to'the probable 
tequirements for and _ general geographical 
distribution of most of the civil engineering 
and building schemes necessitated by the 
*xpansion of armaments.”’

PRISONS 


Tue latest Report of the Commissioners of 
Prisons and Directors of Convict Prisons 
reveals the amount of building activity which 
has been going on, particularly during the 
past ten years, in connection with the 
rebuilding of our prisons. The Report states 
that during the early years of this century 
large numbers of convicts continued to- be 
employed at Borstal and Portland on public 
works for the Admiralty and War Office, and 
the work at Portland continued until 1914 
when, the breakwater having been completed, 
the prison quarries were closed. Since then 
all work has been limited to the requirements 
of the prisons department, and many work- 
shops have been erected for industrial pur- 
poses. In addition, the prison for Preventive 
Detention prisoners was built at Camp Hill 
in 1910-12, at..a cost of £112,000, a new 
Borstal Institution was commenced at Lowd- 
ham in 1929 (estimated cost £172,800), and 
another at North Sea Camp in 1935 (esti- 
mated cost £23,500). 

There has been constant adaptation of exist-. 
ing institutions for modern purposes, notably 
the reconstruction of the convict prison at 
Dartmoor, completed in 1921 at a cost of 
£30,000, and the alteration of the old convict 
prisons at Borstal and Portland and of the 
Feltham Industrial School for use as Borstal 
institutions. Some 400 quarters have been 
erected for the subordinate staff and a scheme 
for the erection of 94 additional quarters is 
still in progress, while much work has been 
done in reconstructing and modernising old 
quarters. At Pentonville the old ranges of 
block quarters are being replaced by twenty- 
eight modern flats on three floors. Quarters 
for superior officers have also been erected 
at several prisons. 

In addition to this construction and 
adaptation of buildings large sums have been 
spent on the provision or improvement of 
kitchens, laundries, bath houses, hospitals 
and chapels. Other extensive works include 
drainage schemes, central heating, provision 
of clear glass and sliding panels in some 
18,000 cell windows, and the provision of 
several hundred special cells for cases of 
tuberculosis. Although some portions of the 
London prisons were provided with electric 
light as early as 1907, gas continued to be 
used in most places. Substitution of electric 
light for gas began in 1924, and in 1931 a 
comprehensive scheme for the electrification 
of all prisons was drawn up and is being 
carried out by prison labour under specially 
trained officers. Eight prisons have already 
been fully electrified and the work is expected 
to be completed about 1942. 

Apart from the construction of Camp Hill 
Prison at the beginning and of the two new 
Borstal Institutions at the end of the period, 
no new establishments have been opened. All 
the others consist of buildings dating in many 
cases from the first half of the last century. 
By means of reconstructions and additions 
they have been adapted more or less success- 
fully to present requirements, but they 
remain in many ways inconvenient and 
unsatisfactory. The War and the economic 
difficulties which followed upon it have made 
it impossible to..undertake the construction 
of new establishments on modern lines. 

It is hoped that Sir John Simon will mark 
his period of office by being the first Home 
Secretary for a number. of years to be 
responsible for the construction of a modern 
prison in this country.
